Populace Declare For Incor- 
poration of Their Island 
With Greece 



ALL SECTIONS ARE AGREED 



Disturbance Threatened When 
French Troops Interfered 
With Flag 



Canea, Oct. 7. — A decree announc- 
ing the union of Crete with Greece 
was published here this evening. 
Events leading up to the climax fol- 
lowed each other throughout the day 
with dramatic rapidity. The town was 
bedecked, and early In the morning 
the people began flocking In from all 
directions. There was much firing of 
guns and revolvers, together with 
plenty of cheering, but perfect order 
prevailed. Mussulmans mingled with 
Christians freely and unmolested. 

At 2 o'clock In the afternoon a great 
demonstration In favor of union with 
Greece occurred on tho military re- 
view grounds. More than ten "thou- 
sand people, one of the largest crowds 
ever seen here, gathered at this place. 
All the revolutionary leaders, with 
banners flying, appeared, and they 
were supported by the beads of the 
different political parties, the mayors 
of the towns, the clergy and other 
influential parties In councils of the 
island. 

Speeches were made by various rep- 
resentatives, who declared the peace- 
ful political revolution which they 
had asembled to consummate was not 
directed against the powers, whicli 
had been the island's benefactors, but 
solely at proclaiming the island's 
union with the motherland. They 
urged the people as a duty to go reso- 
lutely and announce their decision to 
the representatives of the powers. 
Then they must call together an as- 
sembly to confirm the people's deci- 
sion by an official vote. 

Ten thousand thereupon marched, 
singing and shouting, to the various 
consulates, leaving at each of these a 
written copy of tho resolutions 
adopted. , = 

They then surged to the governor's 
palace and lowered tho flag of Crete, 
raising the Greek flag in its place. 
The flags on all tho public buildings 
were similarly replaced by the flag of 
Greece. "With Incessant and wild 
cheering for the union, the great pro- 
cession wended its way to the fortress, 
where a Greek flag was placed on top 
of the flagstaff. The French troops 
insisted on lowering it, and unfurled 
tho flag of Crete and those of the four 
protecting powers. This angered tho 
populace, and for a time there was 
serious danger of disturbances, but 
the leaders finally succeeded in re- 
storing quiet. 

A special Issue of the government 
journal was distributed at D o'clock 
this evening, containing the decree, 
signed by five councillors, who an- 
nounced their compliance with the 
people's decision and Instructed the 
officials henceforth to conduct the 
business of tho country In tho name 
of the Hellenic government. 

Thousands of people from tho out- 
lying districts, most of them armed, 
are pouring Into the town, filling tho 
streets and cheering the union. The 
government is taking special precau- 
tions to preserve order, and all the 
public buildings are strongly guarded. 

Colchester Case Put Off. 
Halifax, Oct. 7.— The trial of Alonzo 
Bayne, the famous Colchester "choice 
tomatoes' expert, was called today be- 
fore Judge Longley, but tho prosecu- 
tion declined to go on. They said It 
would not be a good time during an 
election campaign to try the case. 
Bayne was discharged on his own 
recognizance, to appear in June, if 
called.

I. C. R. EMPL OYEES 

Board of Conciliation Reports to Labor 
Department on the Case of the 
Freight Clerks 

Ottawa, Oct. 7.— The board of con- 
ciliation appointed under the Leinleux 
act to deal with tho demands of the 
Intercolonial freight clerks for more 
pay has made Its report to the labor 
department. It finds that there Is too 
much political patronage in appoint- 
ments, that there are Loo many em- 
ployees and that the pay is too low. 

The board recommends that ap- 
pointments through political Influence 
should cease, that tho staff be reduced 
and that the money saved through re- 
duction bo applied to increasing the 
salaries of those who remain In the 
service. 

Tho committee recommends that 
clerks bo paid for overtime and for 
work on Sundays; that the two 
weeks' vacation with pay should con- 
tinue; that a relieving clerk after two 
weeks should receive the rate of pay 
of the clerk whom he relieved If of a 
senior position or class. No recom- 
mendation is made as to how many 
hours should constitute a day's work. 
The present day is practically one of 
S 1-2 hours. 

It is further recommended that the 
principle of promotion should be ob- 
served, with duo regard to efficiency 
and the requirements of the service. 
The clerks asked that there should be 
no discrimination for being members 
of the International union, but, as Mr. 
Pottlnger stated that there was no ob- 
jection I'd an employee belonging to a 
union the committee has no recom- 
mendation to make.

MOST ll\l EASTERN CITIES 



Powerful Influences Said to 
Have Caused the Change 
of Plans 



Vancouver, Oct. 7. — It is learned 
that the Grand Trunk Pacific railway 
management, in response to powerful 
Influences brought to bear, has re- 
considered its plan of selling its lands 
at Prince Rupert by public auction, 
and will in all probability dispose of 
them by private sale. 

It is understood that the sale will 
take place In June next, the greater 
part of the soiling probably being 
done in Montreal and Toronto. 

When the railway company was 
making preparations to conduct the 
sale of lands at Its Pacific coast ter- 
minus in August it was decided to sell 
by public auction, which, had the sale 
taken place, would have occurred at 
Prince. Rupert or Vancouver. At that 
time it was the general opinion that 
the company would be forced to sell 
by auction in order to protect itself 
against speculative capital. 



RETURNING TO WORK 

C, P. R. Mechanics Freely Registering 
Names For Places in Shops at 
Winnipeg 

AVinnlpeg, Oct. 7. — Large numbers 
of C.P.R. mechanics are returning to 
work today. The men began to regis- 
ter early this morning. The company 
opened two offices where t'ho men 
could make application for their old 
position. -One is in a tent just west 
of the main gate; the other is located 
in a car near the stores. 

As early as eight o'clock a crowd of 
two hundred of tho men who have 
been out on strike surrounded tho two 
registration places. Many of, them 
went In to work as soon aa their 
names were placed on the books. Fore- 
men of the different departments were 
present, looking after tho business. 
Grant Hall, superintendent of motive 
power, said the system was working 
out well, and the men were being 
rapidly taken back. 

This afternoon a largo number con- 
tinued to surround the two registra- 
tion booths, and as fast as the crowd 
Is thinned out by men going in, others 
take their places. A number of strike- 
breakers left tho grounds today. Some 
of them left the city. 



WATERWAY TO GULF 
IS CHICAGO'S AIM 



H, Taft And Other Speakers 
at Convention Strong in 
Advocacy 



Chicago, Oct. 7.— A picture of days 
When stately ships shall carry the rich 
products of the central states from the 
great lakes to the Gulf of M-exico 
through a deep waterway, returning 
with products of no less value, was 
conjured up today before the visitors 
to the third annual convention of the 
Lakes-to-the-Gulf deep waterway as- 
sociation, by Wm. H. Alloc. Today's 
utterances were authoritative, for they 
came from Secretary Saunders, of the 
association, President Vankaugh, head 
of tho organization and Wm. H. Taft, 
The need of such a waterway was In- 
sisted upon by every speaker. The 
question of transportation, It was de- 
clared, is one of the most serious ques- 
tions that this country lias to deal 
with. 

Mr. Taft's insistence that tho deep 
waterway and the conservation of 
natural resources were related subjects 
which called for immediate action, 
elicited loud applause. Ills statement 
that the waterway was not a project 
but a policy found a ready response in 
the cheers of his auditors. 

If there had been any doubt as to 
the need of a Lake-to-the-Gulf water- 
way among the thousands of delegates 
and visitors gathered from all parts of 
the country, they were dispelled when 
Mr. Taft said: "We find that during 
the ten years ending with l!)0r> the in- 
ternal commerce of our country in- 
creased 11S per cent., while railroad 
transportation facilities during tho 
same time only Increased 20 per sent. 
It has been pointed out that to supply 
this deficiency by the construction of 
additional railroads and necessary ter- 
minals would require a capital Invest- 
ment of $5,500,000,000. and tho con- 
struction when completed would make 
no provision for further Increases of 
our commerce." 

Tho only solution of this problem 
the speaker found in deep waterways. 

The convention opened at noon with 
a prayer by Bishop Samuel Fallows, 
of Chicago. ' Wm. K. Vankaugh. presi- 
dent of the association, then delivered 
his annual address and Wm. F. Saun- 
ders, secretary, presented his report. 

In the afternoon four special trains 
carried the visitors" on a tour of In- 
spection of the Chicago drainage canal, 
the stupendous work Instituted by tho 
citizens to dispose of Chicago's sewer- 
age, and which some day the delegates 
hope will form part of a deep channel 
to the Gulf of Mexico from Lake Mich- 
igan. . 

Tomorrow there will be two sessions 
of the convention. At the forenoon 
session, W. J. Bryan will .nake an ad- 
dress.

YOUTHFUL ROBBERS TO 
BE ARRAIGNED TODAY 



Greater Part of Stolen Valu- 
ables Have Been Recovered 
By the Police 



This morning, the three youthful 
robbers, whose career of crime came 
to a sudden end on Tuesday afternoon 
when one of the trio was arrested 
hero and the other two, apprehensive 
that the police were on their track, 
levanted for Vancouver, with the idea 
of ultimately going to Calgary, will 
be arraigned foi trial before Magls- 
tiate Jay. Tho two who lied tho town 
but were arrested at Vancouver on 
the wired request of the local police, 
wore brought back to the city on the 
Princess Royal yesterday afternoon In 
charge of Detective Perdue, who was 
sent after them. 

While the elder of these two, coach- 
ed, by his friends, refused to say a 
word to the police anent the series of 
robberies in which he is believed to 
have been implicated equally with 
the others, the other of the pair was 
qliite communicative and in his 
statement practically confirmed what 
the first boy to be arrested had said. 

Detective Sergeant Thomas Palmer, 
under whose- direction the search for 
the trio of robbers was conducted 
through the month, during which the 
three were so successfully rifling the 
homes of Victorians in every part of 
tho city and to whom the task of lo- 
cating and bringing home the crimes 
to the perpetrators has proved no 
snail one, despite the comparative 
youth of tho offenders, stated yester- 
day that in many years there have 
been few instances of youths so 
successfully following a career of 
crimo and so long eluding capture. 
One thing which proved tho clever- 
ross of tho three young crooks was 
rhe fact that despite the large quan- 
tity of valuables which they pilfered 
they were evidently wise enough 
not to attempt to pawn any 
portion of them, evidently fully 
tppreciatlng 'the fact that to 
do so would almost surely lead to 
their detection. Instead they care- 
fully "cached" their booty no doubt 
intending at seme more opportune 
t'me to dispose of it and realize at 
least a small fraction of its value. 

The two boys who were taken at 
Vancouver had In their possession a 
considerable portion of the stolen 
valuables, consisting of watches, rings, 
pins and chahio, while In tho hiding 
place on the Foul Bay road where the 
greater part of tho stuff was dis- 
clcsed by the boy first arrested, an 
amount of jewellery, and other valu- 
ables was discovered sufficient to 
make a respectable showing In a 
Jewellery store. 

The jaunty attitude which the trio 
assumed when first brought to the, 
police station had all departed last 
night after a few hours behind the 
bars, and while their parents en- 
deavored to secure bull for their 
hopefuls, none was allowed.

WAR CHANCES LESSENED 



Servian Government and Peo- 
ple Look to National 
Defence 



London, Oct. 7. — Great Britain is not 
particularly desirous of calling a con- 
ference of the powers to deal with tho 
situation that has arisen In tho near 
east through the Bulgarian proclama- 
tion of independence and tho annexa- 
tion by Austria-Hungary of Bosnia 
and Herzegovina. She would much 
prefer the matter to be settled with- 
out reference to the signatories of tho 
Berlin treaty, and she is advising 
Turkey to try to come to terms with 
Bulgaria and Austria-Hungary. Should 
a conference become necessary, Great 
Britain would become a party thereto, 
biit only after having bent all her ef- 
forts to limiting the scope of the con- 
gress. Tho foreign office makes tho 
foregoing plain statement, given to tho 
Associated Press today: 

Reply to Austria. 

London, Oct. 7. — In reply to tho 
notification of Austria-Hungary's In- 
tentions with regard to the provinces 
of Bosnia and Herzegovina, the British 
government today made practically 
tho same reply it did to Bulgaria, 
when informed of that country's de- 
claration of independence, and the 
British ambassador at Vienna has been 
instructed to urge upon the Austro- 
Hungarian government tho necessity 
of reconsidering its action. The atten- 
tion of the Austro-Hungarian foreign 
office has been called to the protocol of 
Jan. 17th, 1S71, which was attached to 
tho treaty of London of 1871, and to 
which Austro-Hungary adhered. In 
this protocol it Is laid down that no 
power could break, its treaty engage- 
ments or modify tho stipulations of 
the treaty without entering into 
friendly agreement with the contract- 
ing powers and obtaining their assent. 
The British government therefore 
notifies the Austro-Hungarian govern- 
ment that it is unable to sanction any 
infraction of the treaty of Berlin or 
consent to any alteration thereof 
without previous consultation with tho 
other powers, ahd in this case especi- 
ally With Turkey. 

Servia Stil! Hostile. 

Belgrade, Servia, Oct. 7. — The gov- 
ernment has addressed an energetic 
protest to the signatory powers of tho 
Berlin treaty against Austria-Hun- 
gary's breach of the provisions of the 
treaty seizing tho occupied provinces 
of Bosnia and Herzegovina. This step. 
It is contended here, will prove fatal 
to the future of Servia. The Servian 
parliament has been summoned in ex- 
traordinary session for October 10. 
Tho popular clamor for war with Aus- 
tria-Hungary continues unabated. 
Special steps have been taken to In- 
sure the safety of Austrlans in Servia. 

King Peter has just returned hero 
from the army manoeuvres. A meet- 
ing of the Servian Senate has been 
summoned to deal with tho present 
crisis. An office has been established 
in the principal square of the city for 
the enlistment of volunteers. Tho 
Hebrews of Belgrade have informed 
the government that in the event of 
war they will subscribe $300,000 as a 
first contribution to a war fund. 
War Chances Lessened. 

Washington, Oct. 7 — .The probabili- 
ties for war in the Balkans are today 
lessened, according to a dlsoatch re- 
ceived at the State Department from 
Mr. Rives, secretary of the American 
embassy at Vienna. Mr. Rives made 
this statement after communication to 
the department, the announcement of 
the Emperor of Austria that he ex- 
tends the right of sovereignty of him- 
self and the House of Hupsburg over 
Bosnia and Herzegovina. Baron Hen- 
gelmuller, tho Austrian-Hungarian 
ambassador was a caller on Secretary 
Root at the State Department today. 
British Ministers Speak 

London, Oct. 7. — Sir Edward Grey, tho 
foreign secretary, in an address today 
before his constituents at Wooler, Nor- 
thumberland, with reference to tho 
near east, repeated the terma of the 
British note. "Tho tooling is growing 
In Europe," he said, "that armaments 
Should be dismissed, but wo cannot ex- 
pect to see the expenditures upon arma- 
ments decrease If people live under tho 
apprehension that treaties can be sud- 
denly altered without consent of all tho 
powers who are parties to them." It 
was this that had caused tho favorable 
change in the British feelings towards 
Turkey, and it has been the deslro and 
hope of the British government that 
nothing should be done outside of Tur- 
key to disturb the work of reform. 

Herbert H. Asqulth, tho Prime Minis- 
tor, in an address tonight before his 
constituents at Leven,.ln tho county oC 
Fife, Scotland, referred to tho Balkan 
situation. "There Is no reason to think 
that we shall stand alone among tho 
great powers In this affair," ho said. 
"Wo hope and believe that it will not 
he beyond tho resources of European 
diplomacy to devise an adoquato and 
peaceful solution." 

Austrian Mobilization 

London, Oct. 7. — A dispatch to the) 
Times from Vienna says it in learned 
that the Austro-Hungarian minister of 
war lias ordered four army corps to 
prepare for mobilization. This measure 
is considered 'purely precautionary and 
not aggressive. 

Servian Ministry Resigns 

Belgrade, Servia, Oct. 7. — Tho Servian 
ministry, of which M. Velimlrovfcs ts 
Premier and Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs has resigned. A new ministry for 
national defense will bu formed, which 
will Include tho chiefs of tho four po- 
litical purties. •

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RESERVE QUESTION 

Failing Acceptance by Sorig- 
liees of Proposals, Would 
Favor Special Act

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"But I do not propose to keep tills 
matter indefinitely in its present 
position. I have practically made my 
maximum utter, and it is quite obvious 
that in these circumstances some 
other plan must.be devised. " 

So remarked Hon. William Temple- 
man at the Liberal rally in Semple'a 
hall, Victoria West, last evening, in 
referring-, to the Songhees reserve situ- 
ation. There wus;a very fair attend- 
ance, though the audience was not 
particularly Liberal' lit its complexion. 
Tho majority who- were there had 
gathered because rumor had It that 
die minister - of' Inland revenue had 
returned from Ottawa with a settle- 
ment of the reserve matter in his 
pocket. They were disappointed. -Mr. 
lornplernah hud no settlement for 
them, and they were compelled to con- 
tent themselves with the same old diet 
— words, in continuing, the speaker 
said: ."Now here 4s the situation. 1 
liave read voluminous corespondence 
showing that as far as ! am con- 
cerned I have been as energetic as I 
could possibly be in dealing with this 
question. Hut if they i refuse to ac- 
cept my offer there is another al- 
ternative; Under the law, Indians can 
be enfranchised; when these lands 
can be divided up amongst them, giv- 
ing them title to their lands and mak- 
ing them fur all practical, purposes 
white then. And then they could 
either hold, the whole reserve or con- 
tinue to live -as ' a band upon some 
portion of It, surrendering the balance. 
1 will now say frankly to the people 
of Victoria West: I have very grave 
doubts that these Indians will accept 
this, my last, offer, while 1 do not 
think that they will accept any other 
propositions. But If the Songhees In- 
dians will not accept any of our pro- 
posals we have only one alternative, 
and we might Just as well face it now 
as tutor, I. e„ we must amend the In- 
dian act. (Applause.) 

"Mo Indian has ever yet been 
forced off any reservation in Canada, 
nor do 1 think that any government 
would be disposed to compel tiie re- 
moval of Indiana from any Reserve!, 
while even attempting to amend the 
ect. with the view of using force, 
shall, I say. is a pretty dllllcult pro- 
position. Nevertheless, there is no 
ot.ter Indian Reserve in all Canada, 
precisely situated like this one ; 
tor there is no other which is to be 
found within the boundaries of a city! 
fcs this Is. And, while a pretty bad 
rase exists at Vancouver, it is on the; 
outskirts, near English Bay: Hut 
here the city of Victoria, absolutely 
sui rounds this Reserve, which being 
in the centre of the city, Is a nuis- 
ance— a menaca to the white people— 
a menace to the prosperity »r the city 
of Victoria and a menace to the In- 
dians themselves. 

Special Powers Needed 
"1 believe that powers should be 
laker, by the government to give 
t" the government undot> the Indian 
act. the light to deal with this case, 
as a special case, or with any other 
ease of this kind, that may arise in 
Canada. (Applause.) And my anxiety 
ley a definite and distinct answer clur- 
-ng (lie last session of the House was 
due to my hope that even If failure 
resulted In our negotiations, I could 
incuco the government to consent to 
tin amendment being introduced Into 
the act during this last session. 
(Applause). Tills constant procras- 
tination and deferment until tomor- 
row, tomorrow and alwavs tomorrow, 
which Is the record of uli this corres- 
pondence without giving either a 
J.cod or a bad reason for this post- 
ponement. Is why we are prevented 
from amending the act until next 
session. I say here now, speaking 
gradually and without threatening 
that a reasonable offer is being made' 
that they shall at o.nco have 50 per 
cent, of the value of this Reserve 
vhatover that may be. |.,- . if j t 
brings $L'00,000, they shall have, S100 - 

000 in cash, and if $;sui),000— $130,000 
In cash; and that If such an offer as 
nils will not induce them to surren- 
der these lands, then the Indian act 
must be amended; and that their 
Irctans must be compelled, either on 
the ground that their presence is a 
nuisance and a menace to themselves 
as well as to the public of the city of 
\ ctoria, to occupy another Reserve. 
(Applause). 

"They stated that they wanted a 
little hotter terms than .Mr Pedley 
had offered them, ami I replied that 
we would probably be able to make 
them a still better proposition, but 
that I would prefer to wait until 1 
went to Ottawa and conferred with 
Mr. Oliver and the premier. 

"Then on November the 26th 1907 

1 wrote to Mr. Helmckon on the sub- 
ject. I may say that many of these 
letters being quite private and con- 
fidential, 1 necessarily cannot read 
them, whether they are written by me 
to Mr. Helmcken or by hhn to me 
I am now moreover speaking to the 
press, In order that every word which 
i am saying may be quoted The 
Colonist, I may add, lias been Irving 
to stir up miserable strife on this non- 
cpntontious question. Iii my first let- 
ter to .Mr. Holrricken and Chief Coop- 
er 1 proposed that $13,000 should be 
paid In cash, bring equal to about 
J..00 a family on the basis of -12 fami- 
lies, male adults and heads of families 
having the same rights under tho net 
I Consequently proposed to pay $12 - 
000 In cash to the whole band, agree- 
ing further to provide them with equal 
acreage; the cost of removal to bo 
paid by the. government, and all Im- 
provements upon the present reserva- 
tion to be valued and paid for, while 
each family could construct a resi- 
dence: equally as good as they are at 
the present time, occupying on tho 
new reservation the residences which 
were to bo built being quite as good 
or even better than the present ones. 
But I did not propose to buy imple- 
ments. i\ nci in addition when they 
were settled on the new reserve each 
family was to receive $1,200 in cash 
which, with the $300 already paid' 
would make $1,500 in all; while above 
and beyond the amount which we 
offered for Improvements last year 
$52,000, I added $15,000, the balance 
of the money which was obtained for 
tho present reserve being used to pay 
for the new reserve, and funded at in- 
terest for their exclusive benefit. And, 
consequently, they were to get $05,000 
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In rash, $1,500 per family for the 42 
families and to be placed on a new 
reserve, all the money accruing from 
the sale going to pay for the new re- 
serve, and to be funded at interest 
for their benefit. And all this was 
offered, being my ilrst proposition to 
these Indians, through Mr. Helmcken, 
simply because It was no advantage 
to have an Indian reserve hi the cen- 
tre of tills growing city. (Hear, hear). 

"I have recent acknowledgments of 
these letters from Mr. Helmcken un- 
der date of Dec. 10, 1907, he explains 
that lie submitted tills offer to the 
Indians, but that after some discus- 
sion Chief Cooper announced that no 
further negotiations would bo enter- 
tained, the proceedings being dropped. 
Now, this "dropping" of these negoti- 
ations - has been a characteristic of 
these Indians for the last year or two. 
Hut anyway, in the correspondence 
which passed between tlmt date and 
the next proposition Which I made Mr. 
Helmcken simply points out the ob- 
jections which were proffered by the 
Indians to the proposal to move them, 
while It seemed to be absolutely im- 
possible for them to get together and 
to give a united expression of opinion 
upon tliis subject. 

"Finally, however, he suggested that 
a better offer be submited, and so on 
December 29, 1907, about a year ago, 
I wrote him, regretting that my offer 
had not been accepted, and agreeing 
to pay $2,000 to each family instead of 
$1,500, not including or referring to 
any fund being placed to the credit 
of the band. 1 may say that already 
a fund in the hands of the government 
exists to the credit of this Songhees 



will be approval of the financial as- 
pect of the ease, and Unit your offer 
In all probability will . be accepted.' 

"I persisted, "however, in almost 
weekly pressing for a decision, yes or 
no, accept or reject. AVhile in some 
way or other the governor general 
came into the question. 

Objections of Indians 

"Among the many, many pleas of the 
Indiuns which are silly and inane In 
the extreme for the most' part several 
seemed to have some point. Chief 
Capllano after lie saw; the King and 
got ills autograph on ids photograph 
and had returned to this country, had 
gone to the Indians along the coast, 
at Cowicliari, iSatinlch, etc., booming 
himself, and saying, 'See what a great 
man I am; I have seen the King, who 
has promised me a great many things, 
such as greater hunting grounds, more 
reserves, bigger fishing grounds, etc.,' 
with the result that many of tho In- 
dian tribes 'thought that Capllano 
would get some important concessions. 
Capllano then organized a com- 
pany of 25 Indians and went to 
Ottawa, where he had several Inter- 
views with the governor-general, who, 
I may say, Is very strongly of the 
opinion that these Songhees Indians 
should accept the offer made by me 
in the interests of the government. 

"On March 25th, 1908, during an in- 
terview, Capllano asked for better 
terms,, and although six months > have 
passed since then, we have not re- 
ceived a definite answer to tills last 
proposal, although I have insisted up- 
on getting a definite reply, and that 
these Indians should come to some 
clear-cut decision. Lord Grey is 
strongly In favor of tho removal of 
these Indians to a reservation outside 
of this city, and It was thought that 
this should be done either a week 
after or before the 10th of April last. 

"I received about this time a reply, 
which I will not read save one para- 
graph, which says: 'I must again 
place before you the position which 
these Indians at the moment occupy.

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band, derived from the revenues 
which have during these many, many 
years accrued from the reservation, 
and it now amounts to some $10,000 
Which will still of course remain to 
their credit. I now offered in addi- 
tion to $300 in cash to be paid upon 
tho moment of the surrender of this 
land and $1,300 upon their settlement 
upon the new reservation to pay $100 
more, making $2,000 In all, and 381,000 
Which was to be handed over in casli 
to these 12 families, and this was as 
far as 1 thought the value of the re- 
serve would justify the government' 
In going. 

"Under the Indian net the govern- 
ment has the power to pay to the In- 
dlans-when they surrender their lands 
50 per cent, of the proceeds of the 
sale of their reservation, and I based 
all my offers upon my estimate of 
what might be derived from this re- 
serve whenever it was sold. And so 
when I went as high as $84,00, reach- 
ing what In my opinion might be 50 
per cent, of the sum which might 
fairly bo expected from I be sale of 
all this properly, I did not care to go 
further. And the Indians, I may here 
explain, understand very well that they 
can be paid in cash 50 per cent, of the 
value of their reserves, and every dol- 
lar of the revenue which might be 
derived from the proposed sale 
whether It were paid in cash or for 
the building of houses or to he in- 
vested as far as the surplus might be 
concerned was for their absolute and 
entire benefit. 

"I wrote on the same date to Mr. 
Helmcken this letter in which I stated 
I had offered $2,000 in cash without 
reference to any funding proposition, 
that I could make no further offer, and 
that 1 trusted and hoped that it would 
be accepted. 

"That. Is the offer as it stands to- 
day, but It has as yet neither been 
accepted nor refused by the band. 
While from that time to this, as this 
mass of correspondence goes to show, 
this band has never met In order to 
talce this matter Info its serious con- 
sideration. There have been many- 
fair and many very reasonable and 
proper excuses given for 1/1 Is delay. 
And while many of these reasons which 
are assigned by them, appear to be 
likely in the extreme, we must re- 
member that we are dealing with In- 
dians, and that it Is not. always wise, 
to Judge them by the same standards 
In accordance witll which we would 
Judge whites. 

"Mr. Helmcken then sent me a let- 
ter with ar. extract from a news- 
paper, for he certainly kept mo well 
Informed. On December 24, 1907, lie 
sent' me an item taken from the. Col- 
onist,, concerning which I wrote Mm 
that it was a na.ity tempered article 
which would not mend matters at all, 
but that I Imagined nothing would 
stop Mr. Lugrin's mouth, and I do not 
now retract a word which I then 
wrote. 

"On January 7, 1908, Mr. Helmcken 
writes me: 'I think that Hie result 



We cannot force them to accept our 
terms.' 

"On May the 5th, lDOS, I repeated a 
•letter to the same affect. It was ab- 
surd, however, to imagine that Chief 
Capllano could effect anything tit Ot- 
tawa. He and his 25 companions 
lived in a car and while they did not 
see either the governor-general or the 
minister of Indian affairs they saw Sir 
Wilfrid Laurler, and had a holiday 
outing, although it had no reference 
whatever to the Songhees reserve, it 
was used as a plea by the Songhees 
for the deferment of consideration of 
tills question. On' May the 18th, how- 
ever, I telegraphed Mr. Helmcken 
that I must have a reply before tho 
end of the present month, and re- 
questing Chief Cooper to call a meet- 
ing in order that the matter might be 
.submitted to a vote. Two or three 
other letters and telegrams which 1 
will not read, followed to the same ef- 
fect, for after all they are of the sumo 
purport. 

"Time went on, the house adjourned 
and nothing was done. On my return 
to Victoria I saw Chief Cooper, but 
this did not make much difference. I 
told him that I wanted a meeting of 
the band to be held in order that ,1 
might get an answer either yes or no, 
either accept or reject, And 1 was in- 
formed that as soon as the Indians re- 
turned from hop picking, which would 
be about the present time, or a week 
hence, something would be done, wild 
that Is the situation at the present 
time." 

Mr, Tompleman preceded the above 
statement witli a complete history or 
the case from the very beginning, 
quoting quite fully from the records of 
the Indian department, and giving all 
the particulars which wore involved in 
all previous offer;;. Mr. Tempkjman 
further observed that each member of 
the band might be given an ordinary 
sized lot upon which a house could be 
built, the balance of the reservation 
being taken and sold for their benefit, 
as it might not be fair to force those 
who. were now employed in the city at 
good wages to remove to a new loca- 
tion some five or six miles out in the 
country. 

"There is tho story of the Songhees 
reserve as I know it," lie continued, 
"and I have kept strictly to my own 
correspondence, having voluntary sur- 
render in view. No power on earth 
can at the present moment legally re- 
move these Indians unless thoy will- 
ingly surrender their lands, and so the 
act must be changed, and in such 
way that will probably Induce them 
to see the matter in a new light." 
(Loud applause.)

When Mr. Tompleman rose to speak, 
ho was subjected to questioning on 
the part of several of his audience, Mr.

Trouble at Switch Results 
Injury to Eric 
Hardie

Through an accident to an Esqui- 
mau street car last evening, shortly 
alter fi o'clock, Eric Ilardic, clerk in 
the Postofllce Savings bank, had his 
foot crushed while the balance of the 
passengers, though escaping injury, 
were badly shaken up and startled. 
When tho car, which was so filled that 
several passenger's, among them Mr. 
Hdrdic, were forced to stand on the 
rear platform, reached the junction of 
tho Esqulmalt road track with the 
track leading to the Gorge, the front 
wheels swung off onto tho latter track 
While the rear wheels kept straight 
ahead. As a result the rear of the ear 
was violently thrown around and 
struck a telephone post a fdw foot dis- 
tant. Mr. Bardie was standing at tho 
steps and the sudden lurch of the car 
threw him off his feet.

Mr. Ilardic. who appeared to be bad- 
ly Injured, was carefully carried off 
tho car and when it was seen that ho 
could he moved lie was assisted to his 
home, 704 Esqulmalt road, where Dr. 
Eraser was called and attended to the 
Jured limb. No bones were broken but 
It will probably be a month before the 
injured man will bo able to resume his 
duties at the bank.

A clever, attractive specimen of the 
up-to-date newspaper woman is Mrs. 
George Cran, who Is touring tho Do- 
minion at the behest of the Dominion 
government. She has traversed the 
entire continent, stopping here and 
there and looking Into everything of 
interest which presents itself. Mrs. 
Cran is writing a series of descriptive 
articles which Will appear In the By- 
stander, some of tho earlier ones hav- 
ing alreudy appeared in the Dally Ex- 
press. She has also been commis- 
sioned to write a book of her impres: 
slons by Methu'en, the famous London 
publisher, so her writings are assured 
Of a large public. 

Mrs. Cran paid her first visit to 
Canada last year, and her articles at- 
tracted the attention of the Dominion 
government, with the result that she 
has been commissioned to again visit 
Canada and go over the ground more 
thoroughly. However, she Is not con- 
fining herself to descriptive work only, 
her inquiries have a definite object. 
Thoroughly practical herself, she lias 
boon on the lookout for suggestions 
on the feminine side of the immigra- 
tion question, and Is quick to see both 
opening':' for the members of the fair 
sex in the making of a now continent, 
and the special needs of the women 
who aro already doing their share, 
and more than their share, of pioneer 
work. 

Probably It takes a woman to un- 
derstand what, her sex frequently en- 
dures in tlie more sparsely settled 
regions of the West. Much is writ- 
ten of what the man settler must ex- 
pect and endure If he is to win for- 
tune from a virgin prairie farm, and 
it is about time that something more 
was done to help the devoted wives 
who venture forth by tho side of their 
husbands, and^ uncomplainingly bear 
hardships and discomforts which the 
male sex rarely appreciates. 

This Is what struck Mrs. Cran, and 
she is evolving what looks like a par- 
tial solution of one of the problems 
which so closely affect her sex, und 
so the race generally. 

Chatting at the Empress yesterday 
afternoon, Mrs. Cran told something 
of what she had seen and what she 
was trying to do. 

One Problem. 

"One of the problems of the West 
which seem to me to require solution," 
said she, "is that of the supply of 
nurses. I have not yet had an oppor 
tunity of looking into tho situation in 
British Columbia, but on the prairies 
the need is great. I refer to matern 
ity nurses. The hospitals are far 
apart, and the farmers' wives need the 
help In their homes. 

"There arc several sides to the ques 
tlon to be considered, and one is that 
the nurse must, be protected. She 
must be assured of her pay. On the 
other bund, the nurse should not be 
allowed to pick and choose. She 
should be obliged to take each case us 
It cume up, and it seems to me that 
this can only be done with government 
assistance. My Idea is that I the ' gov- 
ernment should .bring in .a certain 
number of nurses who havo had a 
short training, and should guarantee 
them their fee, which it would have 
the means of realizing later on from 
the patient, standing the loss in the 
case of a bad debt. 

"The nurse should be obliged to 
take any case that she was called to, 
and it should be a part of tlie ar- 
rangements that she should stay at 
least two weeks after the child is 
born, thus giving both Infant and 
mother a fair chance, /file mother 
ought to have nothing to worry her 
while she is regaining her strength. 

"Such nurses would also be expect- 
ed to take charge of the household 
for the time being, so that for the two 
weeks the patient would have the 
complete rest that nature demands. 
Many a woman has paid the penalty 
for tlie rest of her life from undue ex- 
ertion at that critical period. 

"The next point Is how to get tho 
nurses. Fortunately that Is easy of 
solution. Plenty of good nurses can 
be got in England and Ireland, thor- 
oughly trained in the maternity 
branch of nursing. Of course they 
would have to be carefully selected, 
but a few lectures at the various hos- 
pitals would bring forth plenty of 
volunteers, from whom the heads of the 
hospital would pick those best suited 
for the work. They would have to be 
strong, reliable and quite up to cook- 
ing, house work and so forth, but .If 
there were a guarantee of steady em- 
ployment you could get all the women 
needed. Steady work Is a great at- 
traction to an English nurse. It is 
true that many of them would prob- 
ably marry, but that would be no 
drawback to the country as they 
would make splendid wives, and there 
would be plenty uf others to take their 
places. 

Recommends Short Training, 

"I spoke of nurses with a short 
training. I would not recommend those 
who had taken the full course. After 
a four or five-year course in hospital, 
half tho nurses are seml-lnvallds. Vou 
don't hear much about it, but tlie 
continual standing brings on varicose 
veins and they continually have to 
tallo a rest while they are treating 
themselves for some form of gastritis. 
Only the very strong come through 
unscathed. 

"For the West strong, healthy, ca- 
pable women are needed In such work, 
and If thoroughly trained in maternity 
work they would be entirely compe- 
tent. The great majority of cases arc 
normal, when a doctor Is really not a 
necessity if the nurse is competent; 
and of course their training would tell 
thorn when to call in a doctor. 

"Government aid would not ho 
necessity indefinitely. After a while 
some of the nurses would make 
money, and start maternity homes 
here and there. These are badly need- 
ed, und I have not run across any in 
the West. They would also bo good 
training centres for the next genera- 
tion of nurses, and so the situation 
would eventually work out of Itself. 

"I saw W. E. Oliver at Edmonton, 
but ho said that it was more a pro- 
vincial than a Dominion matter. I 
then had some Interviews with tlie 
premier of Alberta, who said that ho 
would look into tin- proposal and dis- 
cuss it with his cabinet. If one prov- 
ince takes It up some of tho others 
will probably fall Into line, and I have 
great hopes that something definite 
will result." 

Mrs. Cran is herself a trained nurso, 
having gone through the famous Ro- 
tunda hospital at Dublin. She there- 
fore speaks with authority on such 
matters. Sh«s spent yesterday seeing 
the. sights of Victoria with Mrs. Fltz- 
Glhbons, but before she goes she in- 
tends to have a talk with the Bon. Dr. 
Young about, the situation in the 
country districts of British Columbia.

OAK BAY ELECTORS 
WELCOME SHEPHERD 

Conservative Candidate Enlists 
Support of Residents of • 
Neighboring Municipality 
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A warm welcome was tendered E. H. 
Shepherd, the Conservative candidate 
In the N'analmo constituency, by the 
residents of the Oak Bay municipality. 
To many of them it was their first In- 
troduction to the standard bearer of 
the party' in the Dominion electoral 
district adjacent to Victoria. Although, 
for the most part, a complete stranger, 
ho made a good Impression and his re- 
marks were applauded, and, ufterwards 
subjected to favorable comment. The 
other addresses, delivered by W. A. 
McDowall, J. W. Connell, and the few 
remarks by the chairman, C. R. Stew- 
art, wc-ro listened to with tho closest 
attention. Mr. Shepherd criticised the 
administration on Its Oriental immi- 
gration policy and fiatfootedly an- 
nounced that he was in favor of total 
exclusion. Messrs. McDowall and Con- 
nell denounced the record of the gov- 
ernment as a series of broken pledges, 
while the latter gavo special attention 
to illustrating how Sir Wilfrid Laurier, 
after promising "free trade as it was 
in the Old Country" prior to 1S90, had 
gradually drifted about until he had 
adopted the National Policy formulated 
by tlie late Sir John A. Macdonald. 
Sooialists to Fore 
There was a good attendance and the 
proceedings, towards the conclusion, 
were enlivened by tho questions di- 
rected at the heads of the speakers by 
Moses McGregor and other Socialists. 
The former accused the Conservatives 
of legislating in favor of capital. Ho 
atllrmed that the party in whoso in- 
terests Mr. Shepherd was running, was 
that representative of the wealthy 
classes. ..One of Mr. McGregor's friends 
wanted to know why tlie Conservatives 
and also the Liberals, did not do some- 
thing to reorganize tho social system 
so that the possibility of the recurrence 
of financial panics such as that of 
recent date would be eliminated. It 
was all right for the rich, ho said, but 
for tho worker it meant starvation. 
When there was prosperity he had to 
labor hard for little more than an 
existence while in hard times many 
didn't even get that And, he con- 
tended, the two dominant parties were 
responsible. Mr. Shepherd, in reply, 
acknowledged that there was somo 
good in socialism but ho argued that, 
when It came to problems such as that 
couched In the foregoing question, the 
solution advocated by the Socialist 
was ideal but impracticable. It was a 
splendid condition to dream of, but It 
could not be realized until tlie selflsh- 
nes of mankind had been totally ban- 
ished, until the moral tone of the race, 
as a whole, had been elevated Infinitely 
higher than at present or than It was 
likely to attain for centuries, if ever. 
Mr. McGregor afterwards thanked the 
chairman and the candidate for the 
freedom he had been given and mag- 
nanimously asserted that there was at 
least this In favor of the Conservatives 
as against Liberals "they were honest 
In their dishonesty." (Laughter.) 

Mr. McDowall was first called on. 
Ho criticised the administration on 
their heavy expenditures In strong 
terms. 

It had been promised by the Liberals 
before elected that they would reduce 
the public financial burden. A royal 
commission had been appointed re- 
cently to investigate the civil service 
at Ottawa. Their finding, in a word, 
was that there was no one officer who 
was exercising care in outlay. All 
they cared about was the spending 
of money and not where It came from. 
That was the way In which Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier's party was reducing the 
expenditure. 

The speaker referred to the pledges 
of Sir John A. Macdonald and pointed 
out that they had been kept. Then 
he Instanced several promises made 
by tho Liberals, apart from that re- 
lating to tlie expenditure which had 
not been adhered to. Ho spoke of the 
temperance question. The govern- 
ment had agreed that, If the majority 
favored prohibition, Jt would be 
granted. The sentiment throughout 
the Dominion had been tested and it 
was found that there was a demand 
for tho abolition of the liquor traffic. 
Still no action was taken. While Mr. 
McDowall was not a temperance man, 
believing that such a law would be 
broken by 70 per cent, and that a re- 
gulation of the kind would be of an 
immoral nature, he thought that a 
promise, once entered Into, should be 
respected. 

The Liberal government had no 
policy. They simply asked "Jot Laur- 
ier complete his work." He stated that 
In ills opinion if "Laurier completed 
ills work" it would "finish the voter." 
That the present government had any 
particular task in hand was not ap- 
parent. As for the G.T.P. the C.P.R. 
had been completed in five years, and 
yet, until a week ago, not a wheel had 
been turned on the new transcontin- 
ental road. The undertaking was not 
such a huge project as was made be- 
lieve, nnd certainly the work was not 
being pushed forward expeditiously. 

He believed that. . Mr. Shepherd 
would be elected, and that the Con- 
servatives throughout the Dominion 
would be returned to power and asked 
those present to accord the candidate 
who was before them their adherence, 
thus rolling up a good majority for 
him. (Applause). 

Denied Rumors. 
Mr. Shepherd gave his assurance 
that it was not his intention to with- 
draw from the election at the last 
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minute, as was rumored. There was 
no coalition between the Conserva- 
tives and the Socialists to defeat the 
Liberal, He denied the statement that 
lie wub a candidate of the C.P.R. He 
had worked for that corporation, been 
paid for his services, and since then 
had been In no way identified with it. 
He held no brief for the C.P.R., and 
was not "a tool" for the company, as 
alleged. 

Pre-Election Works. 

The speaker referred briefly to tho 
impurity of the administration. He 
thought that this was a question which 
affected the whole Dominion. Ho 
wanted to say, however, that in the 
Dominion Election's act it was stated 
that for a candidate to buy a sandwich 
or a glass* of beer during a campaign 
was bribery. All through the Is'anaimo 
constituency promises were being 
made for 'public works. Wharves 
were being constructed, a rock was to 
be blown from the harbor at Sooke, 
etc. No breakwaters wore promised, 
as far as he could learn. Perhaps 
Riley's breakwater at Sidney had 
rurnishod sufficiently bitter experi- 
ence to hold them back. But, If it 
was bribery to buy a glass of beer, 
how much more was it bribery to 
spend the public funds to placate a 
restless electorate? If these works 
were necessary they should have been 
undertaken when required, and not 
just previous to an election. (Ap- 
plause). 

Mr. Shepherd spoke of the develop- 
ment throughout the northwest. The 
Liberal party was taking all the 
credit for the tremendous advance- 
ment being , made by that section. He 
old not think It wis due that party. 
Tho C. P. R. war. responsible, and It 
had opened u;> and developed the 
country. He quoted from an inde- 
pendent authority in corroboration 
of his statement. 

Of Better Terms, the candidate as- 
serted that it was a live issue, and 
cne of exceeding importance to 
British Columbia Because of the vast 
stretch of country which had to be 
governed by the province a debt of 
about $13,000,000 had been contracted. 
It was stated by the Liberals that the 
fact that the G. T. R. were entering 
the province was something towards 
the payment, of the Federal debt to the 
west. That was not the case, he said. 
The new transcontinental road would 
open up a new district which the 
province would have to improve for 
the benefit of the settlers who, no 
doubt, would be attracted to the 
country. Therefore, he thought that 
the time had come for British Colum- 
bia to Insist, as far as possible, for 
recognition of Its claims; for fairer 
terms. 

Discusses Immigration. 

Oriental immigration occupied somo 
of the speaker's time, Dealing (irst 
with tlie Chinese he asserted that a 
$500 head tax was not sufficient to 
keep them out. Since its Imposition a 
thousand or more, had come to British 
Columbia. That being the case, and 
there being no treaty to interfere, he 
was of the opinion that it should be 
Increased to such ah extent that there 
would be no possible chance for them 
to obtain a footing on these shores, 
(Applause.) 

In dealing with the Japanese, Sir. 
Shepherd criticized Mr. Smith, his 
Liberal opponent, for not taking action 
hi time to have a protective clause in- 
serted in tho treaty passed by Great 
Britain and endorsed by the Liberal 
government. There was no one, Mr. 
Shepherd thought, more conversant 
with tlie situation in the west. There- 
fore ho should liavo been alive to the 
golden opportunity which he had al- 
lowed to puss him by. But he had 
done nothing until the chance had 
slipped away. Ho quoted a Japanese 
dispatch showing that fraud was being 
introduced in connection with the Is- 
suance of passports allowing the Japs 
to reach British Columbia. Ho de- 
clared that there was an open way be- 
tween the land of the crysanthemum 
and the road-bed of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific Railway. He strongly favored 
action which would closo the pathway, 
or put on the lid so firmly as it was 
possible even If it necessitated tho 
abrogation of the treaty. 

There were some who might believe 
that he was taking a strong stand on 
this question because he was before 
the people. He stated that he had al- 
ways stood for the same thing in res- 
pect to Chinese and Japanese nridf, 
quoted from a letter written by him- j 
self nine or ten years ago and pub- 
lished in an Australian paper referring 
to the immigration question as it ap- 
peared to him at that time. In parLlt 
follows: 

i "The fruportation of Chinese Into 
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South Africa has In my mind had 
something to do with tlie overthrow 
of the late Conservative government 
and will surely return tho Liberals to 
power. With thousands out of em- 
ployment in England and South Africa 
closed to honest British inbor can you 
wonder that there is a political up- 
heaval in England? "When you know- 
that every avenue through which white 
people earn their bread is being more 
or less invaded by the yellow peril 
and our own flesh and blood striving 
to earn a livelihood befitting the race 
to which they belong do you not won- 
der that there are not more men of 
our friend's, type? Thirty years ago 1 
read in a current paper that the Influx 
of Chinese to the Pacific coast would 
somo day end In revolution. This has 
only been prevented by timely exclus- 
ion aets. My first arrival on the coast 
in 187S put the iron Into my soul, when 
I had to work side by side with this 
alien race in order to gain a living. 
Unscrupulous corporations care noth- 
ing for the upholding of the purity of 
the race, but tho pinch of hard times 
will one day quicken the masses to 
action unless the governing powers 
awaken to the true condition of things. 
The Imperial government, for Imperial 
reasons, has refused to encourage nntl- 
Asiatlo legislation, The United States, 
for encouraging such legislation, is 
now boycotted. Well I don't know of 
any country on earth which can get 
along without the help of Asiatics as 
well as Uncle Sam. 

"I think; sir, that the above remarks 
written by a gentleman who is well up 
in Ills profession and who has had a 
lone; experience in dealing with alien 
labor will be read with Interest by 
numbers throughout the Colony." 

Mr. Shepherd concluded with an ap- 
peal to tho electorate, asserting that 
ho would stand for the principles ho 
had enunciated if returned to he 
House, and that lie would always en- 
deavor to represent their interests, that 
the "greatest good might accrue to the 
greatest number.' (Applause.) 

Comparisono. 

Mr. Council, after a few introduc- 
tory remarks relating to the duty of 
tho elector to cast his vote tinly after 
giving the Issues fair consideration, 
caused considerable amusement by 
producing a copy of the "principles, 
policy and platform of the Liberal 
party" issued In 1893, and comparing 
their promises then with their record 
of the past twelve years. One of the 
first pledges had been "enlarged mar- 
kets." That had not been realized. 
"Reciprocity with the United States." 
That also might be wiped off. the slate. 
'Purity of administration." At this 
juncture the speaker smiled, while hin 
audience could not control their mer- 
riment. "What about W. T. R. Pres- 
ton of ballot box fame?' queried Mr. 
Connell. Then he went on to quote 
an account of the trips of a vessel, 
known as the Arctic, and gave u. de- 



tailed description of the elaborate 
luxury in which those who took pas- 
sage on that boat indulged at tho peo- 
ple's expense. Tlie Arctic, he proved, 
collected hundreds of dollars and spent 
thousands. It had been promised that 
the Senate would be killed. Had it 
happened? Most decidedly not, aver- 
red the speaker. Instead tho Liberal 
party found it a convenient and not 
over exuctlng resting place for the 
"has beens' of their ranks. Tho 
pledge was made that the strictest 
economy would be exercised. To 
prove that that was not being carried 
out, it was only necessary to compare 
the annual outlay during the Con- 
servative regime with that of the past 
year or with any of the returns made 
since the Liberals assumed control. 
The last estimates he had seen showed 
that the expenditure of tho past fiscal 
year would amount to something like 
$171,000,000. Where; was the money 
going to? That was the question 
which the electors would have to ask 
themselves before they cast a Vote. 
Tho G. T. P. was little more than 
started. It had not exhausted the 
bulk surely. What was British Co- 
lumbia receiving? Little more than a 
pittance, lie asserted. It was up to the 
electors to turn out on tho L'6th of the 
month and to accord Mr, Shepherd ah 
overwhelming majority, (Enthusiastic 
a pplauee.) 

After some questions from the So- 
cialists present, all of which were re- 
plied to by the candidate or other 
speakers, "God Save the King" was 
sung and the gathering dispersed. 



A PREMIER'S WILL 



Italian Statesman Requested Family 
to Hold a Quiet Funeral 



Rome, October. 7. — Rudinl, the late 
Premier and statesman, left the fol- 
lowing Interesting last will anil testa- 
ment: 

"To my wife and children, greetings.

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AN INTERESTING EVENT 

• The laying of the cornerstone of the 
University School building yesterday 
-was an incident of more than usual 

interest. Of cornerstones there arc 
many and they are often laid with 
appropriate ceremonies. Usually they 
are commemorative. Thai which the 
"Premier of the province yesterday 
MonOunced "well and truly laid" is in 
recognition of the needs of the present 
and the demands of the future. We 
3iave a past in British Columbia which 
full of things worth remembering, 
Jillt the real Inspiration of our people 
is the potentialities of the future. The 
University School is one of several 
private educational Institution's In the 
province intended to meet the wants 
<>f a growing country, in a general 
way it is conducted on the lilies of 
the .English public schools, which have 
been the nursery of so much that is 
b'qst' In the life of the Empire. What 
man is there, who knows anything of 

the story of our common heritage, to 
whom such names as Eton and Rugby 
do not suggest the making of a fine 
type of manhood? We cannot expect 
that the University School or the 
other private educational establish- 
ments In British Columbia can be 
exactly like those ancient foundations. 
They must of necessity be something 



different*. They must to some extent 

partake of the qualities which are m " I whYqh he has been able to make dur- 



Unlted Kingdom, do not feel encour- 
aged by a disposition exhibited by 
many men prominent in public life in 
that country to discuss imperial ques- 
tions from the narrow point of view 
of party politics. 1 We had a recent 
illustration of this in Victoria, when 
a soldier of reputation began an ad- 
dress on our Imperial duties by 
describing the Asquith ministry as 
"a makeshift government of political 
incompetents," and every one recalls 
that a world-famed writer began his 
"Letters to the Family," by telling us 
that the present government was 
everything it ought not tj be. If we 
ai" to "learn to think Imperially," we 
must recognize lirst of all that the 
personal likes and dislikes of public 
men at home and beyond seas must 
be set to one side, and if the solidarity 
of ' the Empire Is to be promoted, it 
must not be made the football of po- 
litical parties or be mixed up with 
narrow local Issues. It is a question 
which stands by itself. One of the most 
Interesting and most hopeful observa- 
tions that we have recently met with 
in regard to Lord Milner was a half- 
complaining criticism of his manner 
of dealing witii these questions, be- 
cause, the critic said, the party poli- 
ticians are nevor quite sure where to 
find him. That is why his attitude 
commends Itself to Britons beyond 
Seas. We suppose the reason of this 
is that he hay looked at the Empire 
from the standpoint of one who has 
learned by long experience something 
of the desires of the people of Greater 
Britain and something of the difficul- 
ties of meeting those desires. Ills 
work has been in a wide field, and 
hence we are especially pleased that 
he has taken the only course by which 
he could hope to gel, at' least to some 
extent, in touch with Canadian senti- 
ment. Our only regret that the exigen- 
cies of his engagement;! make It impos- 
sible for him to remain longer in this 
far-western part of the Dominion. We 
look forward with great interest to 
the expression of his matured views 
on the place of Canada In the Empire. 
He is too wise a man to undertake to 
speak ex cathedra on so wide a sub- 
ject, but he is a trained observer, a 
man who has had resting upon his 
shoulders grave responsibilities, and 
whose life experience will enable him 
to digest readily the observations 



separable from a new country; but in 
one thing they can be like the time- 
honored institutions of the Mother 
Land. They can assist in Uio develop- 
ment of manly boys, boys who will 
rcaliue that it is manly to do right 
always, who will appreciate that true 
citizenship is always manly, who will 
be taught that in their hands the 
future of the state rests. 

The success of the private schools 
in British Columbia Is not to be under- 
stood as a reflection upon the public 
school system. They are .successful 
because they supply something that 
public schools " cannot possibly give. 
Here in this busy West, where men 
are striving with things material, it 
is essential that there shall bo pro- 
vided, as far as possible, institutions 
where growing lads shall receive In- 
struction that cannot bo found In the 
books, instruction that comes from a 
personal interest by instructors in each 
Individual under them. We have much 
in our common school system to be 
proud of, but It is impossible to sup- 
ply this quality in any system of edu- 
cation established by law. The rea- 
sons are so many that if is needless 
to mention any of them. Many parents 
desire to give their boys the. advan- 
tages of the kind of instruction which 
can be found only in a private school, 
as is shown by the fact that 
a large number of lads from 
this province are sent elsewhere 
in order to obtain It. The en- 
larged University School, with its ad- 
mirable surroundings and its efficient 
corps of instructors, will go far to- 
wards meeting the growing demand. 
Let us add that there ought to bo a 
spirit of co-operation between the pub- 
lic and private schools. It Is unreason- 
able to expect that this can lie carried 
on to any extent in connection with 
the course of study, but upon tlx: 
broad democratic meeting places of the. 
cricket field, and the football ground 
and in the whole domain of athletics 
the boys of the public and private 
schools ought to inert in friendly 
rivalry. 

The people of Victoria are to be 
congratulated upon tin; event' of yes- 
terday. It means much for the city. 
We venture to hope that It is tin 
step towards the establishment 
of the Provincial University.

On the face, of the facts It seems 
clear that these persons must have 
known In advance that the government 
was about to buy the particular pieces 
of land. Such information must have 
been secret, for if It were public the 
ilrst owners would have held the land 
and sold It themselves to the govern- 
ment. We find It difficult to believe 
that land is appreciating In value in 
Moncton at the rate of 1G7 per cent, a 
week or In Halifax at the rate of 111 
per cent. In the same period. 

Wo are told that the great increase 
in the expenditure of the country Is 
due to the general expansion of the 
business and prosperity; but if the 
expansion is going on at the rate In- 
dicated by the Moncton and Halifax 
transactions, most of us will think It 
is just a little too rapid. 

Speaking in till seriousness, it is Im- 
possible without further explanations 
to. reconcile such transactions with 
the rudimentary principles of honesty. 
The Colonist is not disposed to jump 
at conclusions In regard to the integrity 
of those concerned In business rela- 
tions with governments, but Instances 
like those mentioned above do not 
seem to be open to any other explana- 
tion than that there must have been 
crooked work somewhere. It is hard 
to believe that the intention of the 
government was not made known to 
some one, in order to give him an op- 
portunity to make a handsome profit, 
and It is equally hard to believe that 
tills information would be given with- 
out the giver of it being considered in 
the profits. Here we have $35,000 of 
the money of the country going into 
the pockets of friends of the govern- 
ment as profit on a transaction in- 
volving $33,000. And this great profit 
Is made in the course of a few days. 
In other words the country paid more 
than double what they could have ob- 
tained the two properties for. 

Surely a transaction of this kind 
calls for explanation. 



FOR FAIR PLAY. 



When Mr. Borden addressed a public 
meeting in Montreal he was Interrupt- 
ed by howls from the audience for ten 
minutes. The uproar had no political 
significance, for the Liberals had no- 
thing to do with It, and it was engi- 
neered by some ill-advised friends of 
the striking machinists on the Cana- 
dian Pacific, who avowed their inten- 
tion of treating Sir Wilfrid Laurier in 
the same way when he came to tho 
city. The strike now being Off, we 
assume the threat to interrupt the 
Premier will not be carried Into exe- 
cution. We mention the incident and 
the explanation of it for two reasons, 
first because the fact of the interrup- 
tion has been spread broadcast with- 
out the cause being stated, and se- 
condly because we wish to say a word 
or two in regard to the right of speak- 
ers at public meetings to have a fair 
hearing. We take no exception to ex- 
pressions of dissent, provided they do 
not go so far as to prevent the speaker 
from making himself heard Intelligibly 
by his audience. As a rule British 
Columbia audiences tire respectful to 
speakers, but occasions have arisen in 
tills city where a contrary practice 
lias prevailed, and a fair hearing has 
been denied If an audience does not 
like a speech, that is if a speaker Is 
wearying it beyond reason, it is not 
to be wondered at if there are signs of 
Impatience, but the spirit of fair play 
should lead every man, who goes to a 
public meeting, to permit each speaker 
to have aii opportunity of presenting 
his views.

EXPLANATION NEEDED. 

So far we have directed the atten- 
tion of Mr. Templeman chiefly to mat- 
ters of a more or less local bearing. 
Wo propose this morning to go a little 
afield and Invite him to give his at- 
tention to a few matters, which cer- 
tainly seem to call for some explana- 
tion from somebody. 

A plot or land was needed at .Monc- 
ton for the use of the Intercolonial 
Railway. A strong friend of the Liberal 
government by a remarkable intuition 
learned this and with an agility, which 
was a proof of his business foresight, 
bought the property for $5,075. A few 
days later he sold it to tile govern- 
ment for $13,SS0. 

A plot of land was needed In Halifax 
for the same railway. A good friend 
of tho government there had tin in- 
tuition similar to that enjoyed by tin' 
gentleman in Moncton, and he bought 
the land for SIS, 588. A few days later 
lie sold it to the government for 
$•15,100. 

We could cite other Instances of a 
similar nature, but we do not wish to 
put too heavy a strain upon Mr. Tem- 
pleman's powers of explanation, and 
so we confine ourselves to these.

MORALITY IN POLITICS. 

Rev. Dr. Eraser has been preaching 
In Vancouver upon the moral factor 
In politics. He declares himself, in 
the course of his sermon, to be a 
Socialist, and thereforo he cannot be 
looked upon as a partizan in aii elec- 
tion where there is no Socialist in tho 
field. Ills plea was for the election of 
men who live clean lives, and against 
that blind devotion to party which 
leads a voter to support a man of 
whose personal character he disap- 
proves. Dr. Eraser was necessarily 
somewhat general in his remarks, but 
his observations, are In line with the 
following summary of a speech de- 
livered by Mr. Borden at St. Mary's, 
Ontario. Speaking as a politician, 
Mr. Borden could naturally be more 
explicit than Dr. Eraser, but In his 
plea for honest government and his 
declaration that party loyalty ought 
not to lead men to stand by a gov- 
ernment when it is clearly In the 
wrong, he voices the same sentiments 
as the preacher. We quote: 

In apologizing for his hoarseness In 
speaking, the result of more than three 
weeks steady campaigning, Mr. Bor- 
den drifted into a discussion of the 
work of the leader of a party continu- 
ally, either tit work in parliament or 
out In campaign. He argued that the 
public duty of a citizen lay not In 
blind obedience; to his party, but that 
one should study for himself and see 
whether those essentials of good gov- 
ernment, like honest expenditure, hon- 
est administration of public revenues 
and of the public domain were hon- 
estly supported. On these things all 
good honest men should be agreed, 
and If their leaders departed from the 
policy it was their duty to cither cast 
thoni out or to hold themselves ab- 
solved from futher allegiance. It was 
in consideration of these things and 
in the belief that many held such 
views that Mr. Borden felt confident 
in his appeal to the people of all pol- 
itical parties. "If when elected to 
power we do not fulfil the promises 
that wo have made, then it shall lie 
the duty of every good Conservative 
to assist In casting us from power. 
We set no standards for our oppon- 
ents that we are not ready to be 
judged by in the fullest sense. 

"Jf WO deceive you turn us out and 
show every politician that hq dare not 
outrage public opinion, I do not be- 
lieve that the people of Canada will 
care to have the gravest charges 
of maladministration, supported by 
strong proof, dismissed by the pre- 
mier of the country with simply a 
shrug of the shoulders. Why do I 
denounce the ministry of Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier? Because they, when acting 
as trustees for you, have handed over 
the public domain to party friends, 
have allowed your money to he squan- 
dered by party friends; have shown 
a greater desire to please these para- 
sites than to do public service. They 

denounce us as scandal mongers. 
What Is more patriotic than to show 
the people of Canada how their money 
Is being misappropriated by their 
trustees? They can only cry 'muck 
raking.' Is that any answer? Is it 
an answer that the people of Canada 
will stand for? I -think I can pass that 
sneer of Sir Wilfrid Laurler's regard- 
ing myself. I cannot think, however, 
that he Is supported In his views by 
those earnest men who are banding 
all over the country in favor of clean- 
ness and decency In elections. I have 
said, and I repeat, that he Is no true 
friend of the Conservative party who 
will in any way seek to evade the let- 
ter or spirit of the law in the ap- 
proaching campaign.'

It Is very distressing to read, of tho 
exploits of a number of boys now un- 
der arrest by 'tho local police authorl- 
tlesc charged with serious crimes. It 
will be well for them if the strong arm 
of the law may turn them from the 
evil path which they have been follow- 
ing, but the sad plight In which they 
find themselves ought to serve as a 
warning to those parents who are 
rearing boys who may display wrong 
tendencies. The home-keeping boy is 
almost Invariably a good boy. 

One of the reasons why it might he 
expected that Ontario, will go over- 
whelmingly Conservative at the elec- 
tion is the admirable results which 
followed a chango of government in 
that province. Even Liberals admit 
that It was a good thing' for Ontario 
that the Boss government went out 
and Sir James Whitney came in. 
Hence In no province of the Domin- 
ion will the slogan: "It's time for a 
change," appeal more to the Intelli- 
gence of the. electorate than in On- 
tario. 

The Boundary Creek Times, which 
Is the personal organ of Mr- Duncan 
Ross, says that British Columbia will 
send five Liberal members of Ottawa. 
Are we to infer that Mr. Boss's news- 
paper spokesman Is preparing the way 
for that gentleman's retirement from 
the political arena? If the reports 
which come from Yale-Cariboo are at 
till correct. It is quite certain that 
.Mr. Boss will not be one of tho "five," 
or whatever may be the strength of 
the Liberal representation of this 
province In the next House. 

The government has acted wisely in 
arranging that an opportunity shall be 
given the people of the coast cities to 
inspect the provincial art exhibit of 
reproductions of portraits and paint- 
ings of men and women who in the 
early days played prominent parts in 
molding the destinies of British Col- 
umbia. While the collection is of 
course ono of general interest, it 
ought specially to appeal to school 
children, and we trust that parents 
and children will take full advantage 
of the opportunity which Is thus pres- 
ented to them.

It seems a ruihor singular thing that 
notwithstanding tlio ever-Increasing 
vigilance displayed by all governments 
to cope with the evils resulting from 
forest fires, the record of loss during 
the present season on this continent 
is greater than for many years. A 
Washington correspondent, writing 
under date of Sept. 30th, says: 

An aggregate lo3s of $1,000,000 a day 
dur:.-ig the- months when forest llres 
have been prevailing in various parts 
of the United States, is estimated by 
AV. J.' Magcc, the erosion expert of the 
department of agriculture. The fores- 
try bureau, in a statement today, says 
that probably in every instance -the 
devastating forest llres might have 
•been prevented if the various States 
had provided an adequate number of 
men to patrol the ■woods and arrest the 
tires In their Inclpiency, and if lumber- 
men and other users of the forests had 
been careful to dispose of brush after 
logging. 

The process of counting the cost of 
the recent financial and Industrial de- 
pression which swept over the contin- 
ent of America has lately occupied tho 
attention of tho grout corporations 
doing business in Canada.

Anglo-Indians in particular will 
learn with regret of tho death of Sir 
George Barclay Bruce, who was, says 
the Globe, one of the pioneers in rail- 
way construction, and was responsible 
for that magnificent undertaking 
which sinco his day has soon such 
remarkable developments — tho Madras 
railway. A contemporary of George 
and Robert Stephenson — the latter at- 
tended with Bruce the school kept by 
his father — Sir George built railways In 
all parts of tho world, and was con- 
sulting engineer for many of the 
largest undertakings. " He was a de- 
vout Presbyterian. 

Golf seems to have ousted cricket 
from parliamentary, circles entirely. 
In the "Badminton" Sir Home Gordon 
tells how It Is hopeless to raise a 
parliamentary eloven,- when a team 
can always bo obtained for golf.

Similarly, vyhen a judge of tho Tri- 
bunal of Sens had an unruly barrister 
ejected from the court his brethren 
signed a protest stating that they 
would never appear again in that court 
until tho judge had asked pardon of 
tho ejected lawyer. There was perhaps 
moro reason In their attitude than in 
that of tho Australian hangman — also 
a limb of tho law one may say — who 
wont on strike when ho heard that tho 
French executioner received a salary 
of £300 a year.

Tho relations 
between employers and workpeople 
In Lancashire are good as a rule, and 
one can hardly believe that the resourc- 
es of conciliation are exhausted The 
country will, we believe, look with 
some sense of anger upon a termina- 
tion which seems so indefensible. - 

Tho worst that could have been 
feared has happened In Lancashire, 
says the Daily Mail. In so dark and 
menacing a situation there Is one ray 
of hope. The cardroom operatives will 
take another ballot shortly,' and It is 
possible that the result may be 
sanction acceptance of tho 5 per cent 
reduction, in which case the suspen- 
sion of work will be of short duration. 
But even so Immense injury will have 
been accomplished. Orders, which 
under normal conditions would have 
gone to Lancashire, will have been 
placed elsewhere. German and Amer- 
ican mills will undertake tho work 
which might under happier circum- 
stances have given employment to 
English factories, and work once lost 
is. not easily to be regained. The for- 
eigner is likely to carry off the bone 
over • which British capital Is fight- 
ing British labour, while the conflict 
may permanently embitter the rela- 
tions between the masters and the 
men, and thus prove a political and 
economic disaster. 

The champions of the Cobdenlto 
tradition always -exhibit, says tlio 
Morning Post a marked disinclination 
to acknowledge and examine- facts 
that threaten to disturb their cher- 
ished theories while they soizo eager- 
ly on any superficial indications that 
may tell in their favor. They will 
no doubt approach in this spirit tho 
newly published official statistics re- 
garding trade between Germany and 
the British Empire, a summary of 
which was given In these columns 
yesterday. The fact that exports from 
England to Germany between 1902 
and 1907 showed a larger incrcaso 
than tho exports from Germany to 
England In the same period will prob- 
ably be exploited as an argument in 
favor of the doctrine of free imports. 
It may be alleged that tho figures 
prove conclusively tho efficiency of 
the English fiscal system as a weapon 
against foreign tariffs. But, as Is 
usually the case, an ; impartial exam- 
ination of the circumstances compels 
a conclusion very different from that 
suggested by a superficial survey. On 
the other hand, the explanation of 
the small Increase in the total of Ger- 
man goods sent to these islands dur- 
ing tho past flvo years is not to found 
in any slackening of the exports of 
Germany. The real reason Is that 
England Is gradually ceasing to bo 
the middleman and carrier for Ger- 
many's oversea trade. As Germany is 
developinog an extensive world-wide 
trade, she is endeavoring to establish 
direct relations with distant countries, 
and even her commercial intercourse 
with the British colonies Is being con- 
ducted more and more without the 
mediation of the mother country. It 
is significant of the success attending 
this movement that German trade in

The Dally Express says:— It is un- 
derstood that the committee of tho 
Hduse of Lords, which, under the 
chairmanship of the Earl of Rose- 
bery,' has boon engaged for some time 
considering the .methods of improving 
tho constitution of the Upper House, 
has decided to recommend Its 
strengthening by the addition of cer 
tain eminent persons, to be elected at 
the beginning of each parliament. It 
is- not" yet known Whether in conjunc- 
tion with this suggestion it will be 
proposed to limit the number of her- 
editary legislators, but under any cir- 
cumstances the effect of the new pro- 
posal, if carried out, must be to add 
to tho prestige of the House of Lords 
In the country. That prestige un- 
doubtedly already stands high. Rng-

The com- 
mittee, however, as we have said, make 
one valuable recommendation it is 
that "It should be made illegal for 
any proprietor or publisher or editor 
of any newspaper or periodical to 
charge any form of entrance fee In- 
cluding the purchase and return of 
coupons, for prize competitions in his 
paper. This will at least prevent the 
journalistic scavenger making hugo 
profits out of these transactions. It 
is also a weapon that can be applied 
Instantly and automatically, and we 
hope to see it mudo operative with 
us little delay as possible.

Repairing Pavements 

Ihe work of repairing the older 
lavements in the city was commenced 
jesterday and it is the Intention of the 
City ' engineering department to rush 
this wurk so as to nave the pave- 
ments in proper condition before the 
rainy season sets in. A start was 
made some time ago on Vates street 
but was discontinued for some reason. 
Now, however, it will be pushed and 
the many dangerous spots on that 
thoroughfare, as' well as on others, 
will be repaired. The fact that the 
blocks being used in this work are 
act treated with creosote or other 
preserving material drew forth some 
complaints from citizens who felt that 
tile regular treated block should have 
been put in in tho repairing work, 
but tho explanation offered by the 
engineer's department is that as the 
pavement on Yates street has only 
another year t'j run under the pres- 
ent assessment, but will probably last 
for three or four more years, the 
blocks now being put in, though un- 
treated, will last out the possible, re- 
maining life time of tho pavement. As 
It costs considerable, It is felt that 
110 useful object would be gained in 
Using treated blocks which would out- 
last the balance of the pavement. As 
som as the Yates street pavement has 
been repaired the work on lower 
Yutes, Langley, Bastion, Broad and 
Johnston street 'pavements will be 
commenced.

W. T. Beldlng, H, G. Otis, C. N. Gal- 
land, B. C. Clark and C. A. Billings. 
Messrs. Beldlng and Clark have han- 
dled the deal, and the principal hold- 
ers of stock in the company are said 
to he: Elliot Calendar of Peoria, 111., 
G. B. Grazolll of Cleveland, O., and 
j D. F. Goodrich of the Akron Rubber 
Trust. Six of the seventy-eight ■ sec- 
tions are situated upon Union island, 
while It is calculated that no less 
than twenty years will be consumed 
in taking out all this timber and plac- 
ing it upon the market. Among the 
company's exploitation plans Is the 
construction of a thirty-mile logging 
railway to Kyomioit bay. 

Active and vigorous development 
work will be begun in May next, while 
it is estimated that, counting nothing 
under 1G inches In diameter, fully two 
and one half billions 'of feet of good, 
clear lumber can be taken from these 
50,000 acres.

Under date of Aug. 24, a copy of two 
draft conventions In respect to tho 
legal limitations of shipowners' liabil- 
ity and of maritime mortgages, which 
will be discussed at an international 
conference In Brussels, during Decem- 
ber next, was forwarded to the local 
board of trade from the marine and 
fisheries department at Ottawa with a 
request for an expression of opinion 
touching these matters at tho earliest 
possible date. The acting deputy 
minister further enclosed an explana- 
tory circular letter, which has been 
sent on the part of the Imperial board 
Of trade of London, Eng., to the chief 
chambers of commerce and associa- 
tions of traders In the United King- 
dom. 

Circular Letter. 

This circular letter reads as follows: 
Sir. — I am directed by the board of 
trade to inform you that the board of 
trade have received from the Belgian 
government an invitation to send 
delegates to an . international confer- 
ence to be held at Brussels In Decem- 
ber next for the purpose of consider- 
ing the accompanying draft conven- 
tions (which were drawn up by the 
international maritime committee last 
September) as a basis upon which the 
question of rendering uniform the law 
of maritime nations In regard to limi- 
tation of liability, and maritime mort- 
gages find liens might be considered. 
Two conferences of a similar kind 
have already been held for the pur- 
pose of drawing up International con- 
ventions in regard to the law as to 
collisions and salvage, and to these 
conventions, upon which the board of 
trade have already consulted tho 
commercial interests of this country 
through the chief chambers of com- 
merce and associations of shipowners, 
underwriters, etc., further considera- 
tion will be given at the forthcoming 
conference. 

The board of trade are alive to the 
advantages which would accrue to tho 
commercial world, not only to ship- 
owners, but also to merchants, manu- 
facturers, bankers and others, if an 
International agreement rendering the 
maritime law of nations uniform could 
be obtained. But, as it is inevitable 
that In obtaining such an agreement 
concessions and compromises must be 
made, they consider that It Is for com- 
mercial men tbeselves to consider 
whether the advantages, to be obtain- 
ed from uniformity outweigh the dis- 
advantages, if any, entailed by the 
concessions (i.e., the alterations of the 
law of this country) required In order 
to obtain It. 

It appears to the Board of Trade, 
therefore, to be desirable that before 
they give Instructions to delegates at- 
tending the conference on behalf of 
Ills Majesty's Government, they should 
acquaint themselves with the opinion 
of commercial men in this country, and 
I am therefore to request that you will 
bo so good as to move your body to 
.give the convention their careful con- 
'sidoratlon from the point of view not 
of the carriers but of the owners of 
cargoes, und to inform this Depart- 
ment of the views which they enter- 
tain in regard to them. In order to 
facilitate consideration of the Con- 
ventions, I am to inform you that the 
chief alterations in tho luw of this 
country which they will entail are as 
follows: 

Changes in Lav/. 

(1) Convention as to limitation of 
liability. 

In this matter uniformity is to be 
obtained by a fusion of the British law 
with that generally prevailing on the 
Continent. The law of this country 
which is laid down in S. 503 of the 
Merchant Shipping Act, 1804, is modi- 
lied by the draft Convention as fol- 
lows: 

(a) The shipowner is to 'have the 
right of discharging his liability at his 
option either by abandoning his ship, 
freight, etc. (or their value at the end 
of the voyage) in accordance with the 
Continental rule, or by paying a, sum 
equal to £8 per ton of his ship's ton- 
nage in accordance with tho law of 
this country. The right of the ship- 
owner to acquit himself of liability by 
abandoning his ship, freight, etc., is to 
apply even in cases where the ship Is 
a total loss. 

(b) This limitation Is intended to be 
applicable In respect of the aggregate 
of liabilities Incurred during the voy- 
age and not, as under the present 
British law, In respect of each occas- 
ion of damage. 

(c) The limitation is to bo applicable 
with certain stated exceptions, to eon- 
tracts as well as to torts. The Board 
Of Trade have been informed by rep- 
resentative underwriters that these 
changes in the law are unlikely to In- 
volve any change in the premiums of 
insurance upon cargo or ship. 

(2) Convention as to Mortgages 
and Liens. 

In this Convention, the main object 
of which is to improve, tho facilities 
for maritime credit, the chief altera- 
tions of British law ure as follows: 

(a) Provision Is made for the ack- 
nowledgment In this country of mort- 
gages, etc., duly made and registered 
in foreign countries, and the contract- 
ing foreign powers enter Into a recip- 
rocal engagement with regard to mort- 
gages made and registered In this 
country. 

(b) Liens are no longer to rank, as 
in this country, according to tho in- 
verse order to that in which they at- 
tach to the. ship but according to the. 
order of priority laid down in the i 
Convention. 

(c) The following liens, allowed un- 
der the present law of this country, 
are to be abolished: — Masters' dis- 
bursements, bottomy, respondentia, and 
towage 

In forwarding these Conventions the 
Board desire me to request that you 
will Impress upon your body the de- 
sirability of their being most carefully 
considered from the point of view of 
the owners of cargoes, and they will 
be glad to receive at art early date any 
observations your Board may wish to 
express ■either In regard to 'the Con- 
ventions as a whole or in regard 
any particular point on which they

to escapo all responsibility for torts 
owing to the loss of the defaulting 
vessel. Your committee would recom- 
mend that this board of trade should 
urge, In the Interest of tho owners of 
cargoes, that the liability of the ship- 
owner should not bo made less than 
It is under tho present British law and 
that every effort should bo made to 
Induce other nations to impose a 
reasonable liability upon shipowners 
for torts and contracts whether ship 
lost or not lost. 

Your committee Is of opinion that 
there is no good ground for opposing 
tho proposed convention as to mort- 
gages and Hens. 

Subject to the foregoing your com- 
mittee can see great advantages in a 
fusion of the maritime law upon tho 
subjects covered by the conventions 
which have been submitted for Its con- 
sideration. 



EAST IS EXPECTING 
SIR WILFRID'S DEFEAT 

R. F. Green Tells of the Trend 
of Public Sentiment- in the 
Older Centres 



WERE LAID BARE 

Lee Mong Kow, Chief Dominion 
Interpreter, Returns From 
the East 



Lee Mong Kow, chief of the Chinese 
Interpreters of the Dominion service, 
has returned home from Ottawa, Mont- 
real and New York after a business 
trip, bis journey across the continent 
for seventeen years. While on his way 
east on pleasure bent he received In- 
fractions from P, C. T. O'Mara, 
comptroller of Chinese immigration, to 
join him at Montreal where Investi- 
gations were to he made regarding tho 
coming of contraband Chinese from the 
Celestial kingdom by way of Mexico. 
Mr. Mong Kow joing the comptroller 
at the Windsor Hotel and they had to 
wait for a day for the steamer on 
which the Chinese wore reported to bo 
coming which bad been delayed by 
smoke in the St. Lawrence. Ten Chin- 
ese were landed and when they were 
questioned they told various' stories of 
having lost their business in Mexico 
and decided to come (16 Canada. The 
stories, however, were not considered 
sufficiently plausible and all were or- 
dered deported. 

Mr. Mong Kow made investigations 
at Montreal and went to New York In 
continuance of this business and learn- 
ed that a number, of: Chinese had cotne 
from Hongkong to Salina Cruz in the 
line of steamers running from Hong- 
kong to the terminus of the Tehuan- 
tapee railroad and landed freely In 
Mexico where there la no restriction. 
They came across the Isthmus of 
Puerto Mexico and then took steamer 
for Montreal. He would not say to 
what extent the smuggling of Chinese 
had been carried on by this method. 
It is Into tho United States that the 
most of the Chinese are tal:?n from 
Mexico. 

Lrc Mong Kow met many o'd friends 
while in the east, some of whom he 
had not seen for twenty yeurs. He en- 
joyed his visit very much, but wa? glad 
to get back home, for Victoria "appeals 
most, he said. It Is the best place, 
after all. 



"Ir. Montreal, In Toronto, in Win- 
nipeg the public feeling Is that this 
time Sir Wilfrid Laurier Is going to 
be defeated." This Is the dictum of 
R P. Green who has just returned 
from a trip to Montreal where ho has 
been putting some of his children to 
school. 

Mr. Green spent several days in 
Montreal, and also made a consider- 
able stay In Toronto and In tho prai- 
rie capital. In all three of tho great 
cities the popular sentiment was the 
same. Mr. Green took especial pains 
to guage the feeling as accurately ns 
possible, talking to and enquiring of 
all and sundry. The result was quite 
decisive. 

It is admitted by all .political ob- 
servers that such a feeling abroad Is 
a certain harbinger of victory. A 
presage of defeat in depressing, but 
with the confident anticipation of suc- 
cess not only do tho workers work 
harder, but that floating vote which 
ttivns so many elections is greatly in- 
fluenced thereby.

This Is a good way to use up old 
potatoes left over from dinner. Rub 
them through a sieve. Mix them with 
a little pepper and salt, one ounce of 
butter, and make Into a line pasle.

l Fine Laundry Work 

The linen should be Shrunken before 
it is stamped or embroidered, especi- 
ally any piece that is made to a special 
size or a particular shape. A circular 
centre will not remain, round unless 
it has been shrunken 'before it has 
been marked for linen shrinks more 
one way than another. 

When a centre of any embroidered 
piece of linen is laundered it should 
i>.? pressed while damp on the wrong 
side until thoroughly dry. 

If the Ironing board or table is 
covered witli several thicknesses of 
[blanket the embroidery will stand out 
and look very handsome after the 
piece has been pressed. 

it i:-. best to use a piece of flannel 
when dampening the linen, as it Is 
.softer than linen or cotton and fresh- 
ens up the linen wonderfully. Unless 
a piece of work has become very much 
soiled while being worked, It Is much 
Letter not to wash it before it is 
pressed. 

When finished, tlu 1 centre should be 
dampened and pressed before the 
scallop Is cut out, (bus enabling the 
linen to lie cut close to the scallop 
without danger of cutting the stitch- 
es or leaving a ragged edge beyond 
the scallop.

Origin of Coffee 

The use of coffee originated In Abys- 
sinnia and from there passed to Arabia 
several centuries later.

description of the work done by the 
Women's Domestic Guild of Canada, 
The purpose of this association is to 
bring from England, Ireland and Scot- 
land good servant girls and to find 
them good mistresses. The headquart- 
ers of the guild Is 71 Drummond St., 
where girls are welcomed on their ar- 
rival from the Old Country, and 
where they may live at the cheapest 
rate while they are waiting for a 
place. Both girls and employers be- 
long to the guild. It has been in op- 
eration over three years, and has 
agents In Great Britain, who are 
prepared to furnish girls desiring 
work with information about Canada. 
If these girls have no means, the 
guild becomes a guarantee of their 
good faith to the employers who aro 
willing to advance money In order to 
obtain efficient help. .Since It started, 
this organization has found situations 
for over fifteen hundred girls, and It Is 
claimed that in the great majority of 
cases they have given satisfaction. 
"The Guild," the writer, Geo. Green- 
wood, says, "Is not a. charitable Insti- 
tution, but it performs an Important 
economic function, and has solved the 
domestic problem in many Canadian

Sleep 

"It is common to compare sleep and 
death. Often we call sleep and death 
twin brothers. But however pic- 
turesque that may be, the comparison 
is not justifiable, By death we mean 
the absolute cessation oi all the func- 
tions of tlie mind and body, while in 
sleep the functions of tlie body are 
still active, and only a few of those 
of the mind aro in abeyance." 

Thus speaks Dr. Frank Magare.y in 
a lecture un "Sleep and Allied Condi- 
tions," printed in the Australian 
Nurses' Journal for this mouth. And 
lie goes on to explain by illustration 
what sleep is. arid the various reasons 
for its presence or absence. Anaemia 
of the brain, lie says, is the real ex- 
planation; the bloud from some cause 
or another recedes rroni the brain, 
and the result is sleep. Thus when 
the work of digestion uses all the 
Idood. as after a big dinner, sleepiness 
ensues. 

Warmth to the feet Is also sleep- 
producing— haven't we all been kept, 
awake by cold feet? In tlie good old 
days in Russia it was a practice for 
nobles to place a. serf in the bottom 
of the bed on cold nights to act as a 
footwarmer. Loss of blood after an 
accident also causes sleep. 

It seems an anomaly that extreme 
cold should have the same effect as 
heat, but it has, though it acts in 
quite a different manner. Nature al- 
ways protects the part of the body 
essential to life at the expense of the 
non-essential, and the brain is there- 
fore depleted in order to supply the 
heat-producing organs. Monotony, too, 
Is a great sleep-producer! Monoton- 
ous lullabies, counting, brushing the 
hair, the steady murmuring of the 
sen, all soothe the eonsclousneas and 
encourage sleep. 

Sleepnessness arises from many 
causes. Nervous people who blush 
easily are subject to light, broken 
sleep, for the rush of blood to the face 
which constitutes a blush, indicates 
a rush of blood to the brain, and 
causes wakefulness. Excessive men- 
tal labor Is another cause. Thought 
requires an excess of blood In the 
brain, and if the mental effort is 
kept up too long the blood vessels 
become temporarily paralysed, and 'the 
extra amount' of blood stays in the 
brain, where it Is no longer useful. 
Excessive physical exertion is also 
bad, for it causes tho heart to bent 
more strongly and to drive, too much 
blood to the brain. This is the rea- 
son we hear people, after long walks' 
or hard games, say they are "too tired 
to sleep." Cold, if not too Intense, also 
causes sleeplessness, and that is why 
tired students tie wet cloths round 
their heads to keep them awake. But 
It is a dangerous habit to drive off 
sleep, for sleep is really more neces- 
sary lo the body than food. Nino days 
of absolute sleeplessness means cer- 
tain death to a human being, while, 
a dog, if kept without Hlenp for four 
days, would die, even If allowed to 
sleep as soon ns the four duys arc 
or foolishness than to take liberties 
passed. This was known long ago in 
China, where deprivation of sleep was 
one of the most severe punishments 
inflicted. There Is, in fact, no great 
Vr floolshness than to take

; The skeletons of a slim but evidently 
what had been a powerful panthr, and 
what gave evidence of having been 
an unusually large, five-pronged buck 
d'her, were "found by Victoria sports- 
men the other day in the neighbor- 
hood of Shawnigan lake.

ARE CHARTERED 

Rygja, Idle Since August, Fixed 

to Load Wheat From the 
i Sound Ports 



BIG BAR KEN TINE ENGAGED 



'Everett G, Griggs is to Carry 
Grain For First-Time In 
Her History 



The Norwegian steamer Rygja, Capt. 
Svendson, which has been lying at 
Esqulmalt since August IT, when she 
returned from Cape Nome after carry- 
ing coal from. Vancouver. Island mines 
under charter to J. J, Sessnon & Co., 
of Seattle, has been chartered to load 
■Wheat at Seattle and Tucoum- at the 
rate of 27 shillings, Capt. . Sv.endson, 
who was advised by cable yesterday 
morning of the charter, is preparing 
to leave today for Quartermaster Har- 
bor, where the ship will he docked bo- 
fore going to Seattle to load half of Ills 
CdrgVj. The rate paid the Kygja Is the 
highest received yet this season, the 
best done heretofore by any of the 
steamers being L'li shillings and 3 
pence. The steamer is taken by Bal- 
four and Guthrie, and It is expected 
the Agapunthus, Capt. Davles, will 
also be chartered within the next few 
days. Negotiations wero on some 
time ago for the charter of the Aga- 
punthus, but the owners decided to 
wait fur an advance in the freight 
rates which are now stiffening. The 
rate received by the Rygja although 
higher than that paid by charterers 
for some time past compares rather 
poorly with the rates received in past 
years. Capt. Svendon, master of the 
Rygja, was in command of the Nor- 
wegian steamer Horda some years ago 
and six years ago that steamer came 
to Paget Sound to load wheat at the 
rate of 35 shillings and 6 ponce. As 
the steamer made the trip in ballast 
from Manila to load on Puget Sound 
on that occasion, however, the'1 actual 
profits were not much greater than 
those accruing' from the present 
voyage. 

Another ' steamer chartered Is the 
Strathord, now on : her way from An- 
tofagasta to San Francisco with 
nitrate. This steamer was fixed at the 
rate of 26s 3d. She and' tile British 
steamer Queen Helena, also coming 
from the west coast of South America, 
are also taken by Balfour, Guthrie 
find Co. 

Another interesting .charter of which 
pews was learned In Victoria yester- 
day was the tixing of the big six-mast- 
ed barkrentlne Everett G. Griggs,, of 
Victoria, B.C., which has the distinc- 
tion of being the only vessel of her 
rig in the world. She is owned by a 
syndicate of Victoria and Puget Sound 
men and registered at this port, and 
has been taken at the rate of 25 shil- 
lings to carry wheat from San Fran- 
cisco, at which port she arrived last 
month from Newcastle with coal, for 
the United Kingdom or the continent. 
This Is the first wheat charter made 
for the Everett G. Griggs. 

It Is expected that, with the stiffen- 
ing of the rates for grain that export- 
ers will be obliged in a few days to 
meet the union rate of 27s Cd below 
which vessels In the shipowner's union 
cannot charter, and then much of the 
idle tonnage now awaiting charter at 
Victoria and Puget Sound ports will 
ho taken, up. 

. Jebson & Ostrander have chartered 
the Norwegian steamer Selja for one 
trip from X J uget Sound to Lu Boca, 
carrying lumber. The rate is not made 
public. The Selja is seven days out 
from the west coast "for the north, 
having heen last reported at Mollendo, 
where she landed a cargo of coal from 
Port Talbot. The vessel Is due here 
in about two weeks. 

■' This is the lirst time the Selja has 
been on this coast, as she is making 
her maiden voyage. The tramp is 
<twned by AVilhelm Jebson, of Bergen, 
•Norway, a relative of Capt. K, Jebson, 
of the chartering .linn. The Selja was 
recently built at West Hartlepool. She 
registers 4,457 tons gross and 2,789 
tons net, having a dead weight capa- 
city fur 7,501) tons. 

' The ^French bark Gael, which has 
discharged London cargo at Portland, 
has been chartered to carry lumber 
from the Columbia to the United 
Kingdom or Europe at 55 shilling:-:. 
This is of more than passing interest, 
as it Is not often that French owners 
accept lumber charters. 
. While the grain and lumber export- 
ers have about cleaned up all of the 
tramp steam tonnage on this coast, 
there still remains considerable sail 
tonnage. Unless grain freights ad- 
vance, some of these union ships may 
not be fixed for months. The owners 
belonging to the combination dare not 
charter for less than 27 shillings G 
pence, the union rate. Steamers have 
been accepting less than this figure, so 
tliat only a few union sailing vessels, 
which were taken lu the early summer, 
are engaged. It is probable that of- 
fering rates will soon reach the mini- 
mum figure asked by union owners.

SEALING SEASON IS 

CLOSED FOR YEAR 



Work of the United States Revenue 
Cutters During the Past Season 
is Reviewed 



The sealing season has neded in 
Bering sea and at the beginning of 
this week the fleet of revenue cutters 
employed by the United States gov- 
ernment In Bering sea, consisting of 
the Thetis, Bear, Perry, McCulIoch 
and Rush were ordered to their re- 
spective stations. A- review made of 
the work of the revenue cutter fleet 
by a United States official says: 

The Bear arrived at Valdez, Alaska, 
September 25, for the purpose of 
prosecuting two Japanese schooners 
seized by her during the summer. The 
work ot the fleet this year has been 
exceptional. Aside from successfully 
guarding the soul islands and terri- 
torial waters and preventing raids, 
other Important work has been done. 

The Perry made an important In- 
vestigation of the condition of natives 
along the Aleutian Island chain as far 
west as Attn, the McCulIoch went to 
the relief of the vessels caught In the 
lee in the vicinity of Nome, and the 
Rush made an Important survey of 
BogoSlov volcano. In the Arctic the 
Thetis has done valuable work. 

The combined fleet has cruised more 
than G0.OO0 miles, boarded 27 of the 28 
Japanese sealers, rendered assistance 
to distressed vessels amounting to 
nearly 5500,000, and supplied many 
villages with food, clothing, medical 
and surgical treatment. 

The Norwegian steamer, Norman 
Isles, well known In Seattle, Is report- 
ed In dry dock at Perim, whither she 
was towed after running ashore at 
Cape Guarduful, at the entrance to the 
Gulf of Aden, and where the natives 
began lo loot the vessel. After being 
repaired the Norman isles will return 
to Europe, Capt. Soronsen Is standing 
by his vessel, although the crow wore 
paid off and sent home. When she ran 
ashore the freighter was bound ft'om 
Bangkok for Antwerp with rice.

BRINGING RECORD CARGO 

OF CANNED SALMON 

Princess Ena Will Have Over Forty 
Thousand Cases From the 
Skeena River 



The steamer Princess Ena now on 
her way from the Skeena river, is 
bringing over 40,000 cases of salmon, 
the largest cargo brought by any of 
the steamers from the north. The 
Princess Ena was built especially for 
the general freight trade on the north- 
ern coast, and lias very capacious holds, 
being fitted to carry a larger cargo 
than any other vessel on the route. 

The steamer Vadso of the Bosco- 
Wits Steamship company, which 
brought a full cargo of salmon, is be- 
ing made ready for her annual inspec- 
tion, which will take place this morn- 
ing, when Mr. Kinghorn, inspector of 
hulls, will go over the steamer. The 
Vadso will sail for Prince Rupert and 
northern British Columbia ports to- 
night. 

The steamer Cnmosun of the Union 
Steamship company also brought sal- 
mon from the north. She had 3,000 
cases of salmon from Claxton. Among 
the passengers brought south by the 
Camosun were J. M. McKennon of 
Swniison Bay, D.V. Larger of Bella 
Bella, Acland Hood, W. H. Stewart 
and Mr. Rochester. The steamer 
sailed from the outer wharf again last 
night for Prince Rupert and way 
ports, carrying a fair complement of 
passenger!) and an average freight. 

THE ACTION OF TUG 

CAPTAINS INVESTIGATED 

Charge of Cowardice Preferred by 
Master of Wrecked Star of Ben- 
gal — To Be Probed 



A charge of cowardice has been for- 
mally made by Capt. Wagner of the 
wrecked cannery bark Star of Bengal 
against Capts. Hamilton and Farrar, 
masters of the tugboats Kayak and 
Hattle Gage, charging them with ne- 
glecting the bark in a critical condi- 
tion and being responsible for her 
loss, with 111 lives, and an Investiga- 
tion will be ordered by the United 
States steamboat Inspectors, either at 
Seattle, San Francisco or Juneau. A 
dispatch from Blaine In this connec- 
tion says: "(.'apt. Irving Farrar of the 
tugboat Hattle Gage, one of the small 
craft accused of not standing by the 
Star of Bengal when wrecked in 
Alaskan waters recently, has reached 
Blaine. In an interview, ho declared 
that the storm was so severe that It 
was Impossible to reach the Bengal. 
In denying the charges of cowardice, 
Capt. Farrar said: 

" 'I have heen a seaman In Alaskan 
waters for thirteen years and the 
storm that sent 111 men to the bottom 
wilh the Bengal was the worst I havo 
over seen. We tried to reach the ship 
on Coronation island, but it wns ab- 
solutely Impossible. The next day 
after the wreck I sent eight men 
ushore to assist In burying the dead, 
and did all that I possibly could.' 

"Capt; Farrar explained that when 
ho left AVrnngoll prior to the Bengal 
disaster, there wns no sign of an im- 
pending storm, although It was the 
time of the year most dreaded by 
mariners In the North. He says he 
will defend himself against any charge 
that may be made. Cnpt. Farrar leaves 
tonight for Scuttle, where he> resides." 



PRINCESS CHARLOTTE 

PR EPARIN G TO SAIL 

Frank Walker,' Surveyor of Seattle, 
Said to Have Been Sent to Buy 
Opposition Steamer 



The steamer Princess Charlotte, 
which had a successful trial ast week 
Is being made ready for her long voy- 
age by way of the Straits of Magellan 
to Victoria, and Is expected to leave 
the Clyde about a fortnight hence, ac- 
cording to advices received here yes- 
terday. The new C. P. R. liner, unlike 
the Princess Victoria, Is to be brought 
out with all her top hamper complete 
and ready for service, The Princess 
Victoria came out without her upper 
works, presenting an odd picture, 
with her three smokestacks and bare 
casings, as she cruised from port to 
port. The coming of the now vessel 
will place theC. P. R. in excellent 
position to handle the expected in- 
crease of travel as a result of the 
Aluska-Yukon-Paciflc exposition at 
Seattle next year. 

That the International Steamship 
company intends also to Improve its 
fleet Is believed by the reported dis- 
patch of an expert to the Clyde with 
orders to purchase a fast passenger 
steamer for that company. A few 
days ago the rumor was current that 
the steamer Atalanta, a small turbine 
vessel owned by the Glasgow & 
Southwestern railway, would be se- 
cured by the Seattle company, and this 
rumor was afterward denied. Yester- 
day a well known shipping man stated 
that ho had been Informed that Frank 
Walker, a prominent Seattle surveyor, 
had been sent to Scotland with in- 
structions to look over available pas- 
senger steamers and report. If he re- 
ports favorably, it Is stated, a fast 
passenger steamer will bo secured to 
Improve the International Steamship 
company's service. Nothing is known 
at the local office, however, In this 
regard, and it Is not known whether 
there Is any foundation for the report. 

WANT MODERN MASTERS 
FOR MO DERN STEAMERS 

Recent Accidents to Latest Types of 
Freighters .Show Need For 
Greater Precaution 



The margin of stability of some of 
the new type of freighters Is under 
discussion as a result of some- recent 
mishaps. A writer in Shipping Illus- 
trated says it is the shipmasters 
rather than the vessels, who should 
bo investigated. The writer says: 

Judged by recent casualties to cer- 
tain classes of .steamships, however, 
it- would appear as though the masters 
and officers of this type of ocean 
carrier either are not fully aware of 
the rules pertaining to ship stability 
or that with a blind reliance on 
chance they venture to ignore the 
teachings not only of the naval archi- 
tect, bu t also of experience which has 
been dearly bought. The "Grindon 
Hall" for example', was a steamer of 
2,380 tons net. register; a steel turrct- 
bullt vessel of a kind for which con- 
structors claim a special adaptability 
for '.the carriage of grain, as they are 
less liable to shift this class of cargo. 
Of 200 vessels of this Increasingly 
sought after type of cargo currying 
screw steamer/ which were built by 
the celebrated English yard of Messrs 
: Doxford & Co., biily two apparently 
have been lost, and neither stowage 
of cargo, nor lack, Qf s'tnbillty, was the 
cause of the disaster in either cases. 
The "Grindon Hall" was handed over 
to her owners from the ship-yards 
towards the closo of 1005, and passed 
an ofllcial survey only last year to 
the satisfaction of the Government 
surveyor, so that she was almost a 
new ship when she disappeared for- 
ever beneath the waves, leaving no 
one to tell the tale. This class of 
vessel is a first-rate carrier, but 
owing to the peculiar conformation of 
the upper part of the hull, seamen 
stoutly assert that it is Impossible to 
launch a boat at a critical moment. 
According to the testimony of the 
stevedores, and of shipmasters of other 
vessels which were in port at the 
same time as the "Grindon Hull," as 
given before a court of inquiry into 
the circumstances attending her loss, 
the masters' statement to the British 
Consul with respect' to the stowage 
of the grain cargo was inaccurate to 
say he least. In the opinion of the 
court she left Sulina In a state of 
insufficient stability as laden, and 
therefore likely to 'turn turtle at the 
least provocation. Some of her bunker 
coal was actually stowed on deck 
nbout seven feet above her turret 
deck, and she loft port with- 
out any margin of safety, owing to 
improper stowage, although she was 
not overladen. Evidently the captain 
had Intended to make matters more 
seaworthy when clear of the port; the 
unexpected happened as usual, no 
doubt, in the shape, of a strong gale 
and heavy sea shortly after sailing, 
and the Grindon Hall went to the 
bottom with all hands. Since then a 
German steamer of similar form, tho 
Walkure, narrowly escaped being cap- 
sized In dock at a Welsh coal port, 
and her picture will afford some faint 
idea of how she would probably have 
acted just prior to taking tlio Una! 
plunge, had site managed to get clear 
of the land In her unstable condition. 
This vessel of 3,032 tons gross register, 
loaded lumber at Stettin for South 
Africa, and put into Barry for bunker 
coal in the usual train of events. She 
had.,a cargo weighing approximately 
, r >,(j55 tons, of which' 1,005 tons were 
stowed on the turret deck, and she had 
also on board 360 tons of bunker coal 
and 023 tons of water ballast. Of 
this total amount of u',923 tons about 
one-third . was above (he water-line. 
On arrival at Barry the Walkure had 
remaining 150 tons of bunkers, and 
while completing her supply on tho 
port side she gradually heeled over to 
that side about forty degrees. Water 
got below, as one of her harbor dock 
bunker covers happened to bo off for 
the purpose of ventilation, and ul- 
timately found a way by other open- 
ings as the list Increased. After con- 
siderable pains she was eventually 
uprighted and placed In safety. Her 
deck cargo Is 'plainly visible in the 
picture, and, needless to say, this had 
to be ' discharged with all despatch 
before atemptlng to bring her once 
again on nn even beam. What chance 
would ti vessel have, thus situated, 
say In mid-Atlantic during a heavy 
gale? She would havo disappeared 
with all hands, her Insurance would 
have been promptly paid, and Con- 
jecture would be busy for the pro- 
verbial nine. days. Only this and 
nothing more! Whether a captain 
Is justified In risking his own life 
ttjay perhaps be answered In tho af- 
firmative by a few, but he certainly 
nets ultra vires In putting at such 
risk the lives of his crew. If he is un- 
aware of the want of stabllltlty of his 
ship, us laden, he Is unfit for com- 
mand. If be Is aware of the fact, then 
he Is deserving of severe punishment; 
even to the cancellation of his license, 
should the ship survive. One has to 
sympathize with a shipmaster's judg- 
ment torn to shreds by conflicting In- 
terests, as Is sometimes strongly 
urged, but one cannot conscientiously

shut one's eyes to the fact that ho is 
Impaled on the horns of a dilemma 
either of Ignorance or of recklessness. 
Another case in point of the small 
steamer Orlor,, the loss of which was 
recently Inquired Into at Hoburt, 
Tasmania. The evidence was to the 
effect that tho captain had wont to 
refer to the vessel as a submarine, 
and he prophetically pointed but that 
she would dive once too often and 
forget to come up again. Yet lie took 
her to. sea, in tho opinion of • the 
court, with too much cargo aboard, 
and with this excessive cargo 
so stowed as to contribute to 
her loss should she got Into dlfllculty. 
Worse still, the court held that the 
harbor authorities wero also to blame 
for neglecting to supervise, tile loading 
of this vessel. She had a conir 
paratively large deck cargo; she was 
not given a fair chance, and she is 
supposed to have foundered in a heavy 
squall soon after leaving port. In 
this instance the muster apparently 
was quite well aware of the tendency 
of the Orion to make, for the bottom, 
yet he permitted her to be cruelly 
handicapped, and the luck on which 
he depended eventually failed him. 
Those who persistently put forward 
the plea that the shipmaster has Hob- 
son's choice as regards taking a ship 
to sea, quite Irrespective of her margin 
of safety, appear to be guided more 
by the heart than by the head. Any- 
way a shipmaster cannot rightly ex- 
pect to have a high class crew more 
than one voyage in- a ship which he 
knowingly takes to sea in a condition 
verging on Instability. It is high 
time that tho whole question should 
bo carefully inquired into whether it 
is through Ignorance of the construc- 
tion of the modern type of steamer, 
or by reason of recklessness, on the 
part of the shipmasters of today, that 
ships are taken to sea in such an un- 
seaworthy condition for anything be- 
yond light airs and smooth water. 
Moreover, the necessary steps should 
be taken In order to prevent a master 
from risking life improperly either 
through ignorance of ship stability or 
through recklessness.

A difficulty which will seriously af- 
fect the service of the new United 
States revenue cutter life-saving sta- 
tion tug Snohomish, when that vessel 
reaches her station at Cape Flattery, 
has developed with the abandonment 
of construction work on the govern- 
ment wharf and buildings at Waaddah 
Island, Nenh Bay. The International 
Construction Contract Company, of 
Seattle, lias withdrawn its force of 
builders with the work only partially 
completed, upon advice from govern- 
ment ag-ents that the work of driving 
piles failed to comply with specifica- 
tions of the contract. The difficulty 
that confronted the contracting firm 
and brought action from government 
agents was inability to drive piles for 
the wharf. The entire construction 
outlay aggregated approximately $20,- 
000. Under the assumption that the 
architects calculations that piling could 
be driven, the builders were startled to 
discover that beneath a coating of silt 
that overspread the bay lay a solid 
rock formation. Their contract called 
for, driving to a depth of fifteen feet. 




CANADIAN PACIFIC 
COMPANY MEETING 

President's Review^ of Past 
Year— Increase of Capital 
is Approved 



Montreal, Oct. 7.— At the annual 
meeting of the shareholders of the Can- 
adian Pacific railway today the report 
of tho directors was unanimously 
adopted. 

Sir. George Drummond, Sir Sandford 
Fleming, Wilmot W. Matthews and 
Robert Meighen were re-elected direc- 
tors. 

Resolutions were passed respecting 
tho deaths of Sir Robert' G. Reld and 
Mr. Charles Drinkwater, and ap- 
proving a further increase of the cap- 
ital stock. 

In moving the adoption of the re- 
port, tho president, sir Thomas 
Shaughnessy, said: 

"The twenty-seventh annual report 
of tho company's affairs Is now before 
you for consideration and approval. 
The estimate of the western crops 
made a. year ago was not fur astray 
as to quantity, but the quality was 
seriously affected by bad weather, and 
therefore the amount realized by tho 
producers was much below tho aver- 
ugc. About tho end of October thero 
was a disarrangement of business af- 
fairs approaching a panic In the United 
States, and the feeling of uncertainty 
and distrust reached Canada In a 
more rational and less pronounced 
form, resulting in a drastic hut pru- 
dent contraction of bank credits and 
a consequent shrinkage of business ac- 
tivity In all lines of manufacture and 
commerce. 

"This condition had a serious effect 
on your business, but more particularly 
on your westbound and local traffic, 
with the result that your gross income 
showed important decreases month by 
month, without any possibility of mak- 
ing reductions, that were at all com- 
mensurate, In the cost of transporta- 
tion. Your directors, convinced that 
the depression was but temporary, did 
not feel warranted in changing their 
policy by curtailing the expenditure 
for tho maintenance of the railway 
and equipment. As a consequence 
your gross Income was $S:il!.000 and 
your net revenue $3,500,000 below the 
previous year. 

"The crop just harvested Is bounti- 
ful and of excellent quality, and we 
have every reason to believe that there 
will be an early return of sound and 
active business. Fair progress has 
been made during the year with all 
the works and construction and im- 
provement that were in hand, but it 
Is very desirable that several railway 
lines now being built should be 
brought to completion before other 
works of a like character arc under- 
taken, and therefore your directors 
have decided to restrict operations in 
this respect for the present at any 
rate. As explained in the annual re- 
port, you will he asked at the special 
general meeting to be held Immediate- 
ly after this meeting to sanction an 
increase in the ordinary capital stock 
of tho company from $150,000,000 to 
$200,000,000, and. to empower your 
directors to utilize the additional 



stock in such amounts from time to 
time as may be desirable in connec- 
tion with tho company's capital re- 
quirements, 

"It is not easy to designate in ad- 
vance with any degree of particular- 
ity the purposes for which money will 
he required, except In tho matter of 
rolling stock. In the six years, 1002 
to 190S, there has been an increase In 
your equipment of (15!) locomotives, 
S42 sleeping cars and day coaches and 
26,390 freight cars, at an approximate 
cost of $37,000,000. This Is equival- 
ent to one locomotive every , three 
Working clays, one passenger car every 
two days and fourteen freight cars 
! each day during tho entire period of 
six years, and yet tho prospects arc 
that within the next six weeks the. 
demand will be in excess of the sup- 
ply of freight ears. While it is a 
healthy sign to have a shortage rather 
than an excess of equipment, it is 
due to the public, and in the best In- 
terests of the company, that neither 
money nor .effort should be spared to 
meet the reasonable requirements o£ 
shippers along your line, and, there- 
fore, we must continue ,lo build or 
riirchaso locomotives and earn as 
quickly as the development of traflic 
may warrant, hi the ordinary course 
of events, the volume of traflic on 
your line:: should increase with a fair 
degree of rapidity, and an expansion 
of traffic necessarily involves not only 
additional cars and locomotives, but 
enlarged accommodation and greater 
facilities to' care for It at. very many 
new places over your !),f>00 miles of 
railway, and In providing these-, large 
sums of money are quickly absorbed. 

"You will, I am sure, recognize the 
desirability of having your financial 
arrangements in .such shape that your 
directors can, without avoidable delay, 
secure funds for your purposes at In- 
tervals as circumstances may justify 
or require, and to that end, will invest 
them with the proposed powers.

In two semi-annual 
Instalments of ono half por cent, 
oath." 

At tho meeting of the board, subse- 
quently held, Sir William C. Van 
Home was re-elected chairman of the 
board; Sir Thomas G. Shaughnessy, 
president and David McNIcoll, vice- 
president of the company, and the 
executive committee was appointed as 
follows: Lord Struthcoua and Mount 
Royal, Sir Thomas G. Shaughnessy, 
Sir William C. Van Home, Richard 
B. Angus. Edmund B. Osier, M.P., 
David McNlcoll. 

Another important item that was 
approved by the adoption of the re- 
port was the action of the directors 
In securing at an approximate cost of 
$2,000,000 substantial control of the 
Alberta Railway and Irrigation com- 
pany, with which the Canadian Pa- 
cific railway has been interchanging a 
considerable amount of traflic.

Trades and Labor Council Re- 
ceives Report of Delegates 
to Congress

the, report of- /the delegates, C. 
Sl\ertis and: W. jr. Gibson, to the 
Trade* and. "Labor Congress of Can- 
adjj, ,-wa.i ■received ' at "the bi-monthly 
niEbtinj; of. the counciMn- Labor H.ill 
last night, j It ,,\vus\ hot of tlie tame 
nfture of many reports., of similar 
nature. ,The delegates .believed that 
they liad not been fairly' "treated in 
one particular , and. they wore -not. at 
alls backward in' -stating • 'so In the 
document the*-, presented to the local 
body last evening'.. And in' the dis- 
cuiElon which followed it transpired 
i that other delegates shared their 
^opinion and felt that the president of 
the local council, W. McKay, bud 
unduly pushed himself forward for the 
pesition of vice-president for 33. C, of 
the Dominion council. 

Other matters of some interest were 
discussed, amongst them, the resigna- 
tion of A. Johnson, a former vlce- 
prt,sident of the . local- body from his 
position at trie postoffl'ec. There were 
these present who expressed the be- 
lief that ids resignation had not been 
entirely of his own free will. 
Moreover, they stated that they be- 
lieved that it liad been brought about 
through the influence of the local 
Liberal organization as a result of 
the Independent attitude displayed by 
Mr. Johnson in matters political. So 
..strongly did their view of the matter 
appeal to the trades and labor council 
that a special committee was appoint- 
ed to investigate the matter. 

The Labor Day Audit committee 
made a verbal report and asked for 
further time which was granted. Sec- 
retary Argyle, of the Labor Day com- 
mittee handed in a detailed state- 
ment of receipts and expenses, which 
was referred to the audit committee 
for consideration. The committee 
reported that there were eight or ten 
prizes won in the tombola and never 
claimed, ft was decided that with the 
consent of tho donors, the prizes be 
divided between tho orphans, the old 
ladles and old men's homes, if not 
claimed by October 10. 

Frank Butcher, of Cloverdale, Vic- 
toria, wrote, setting forth the posi- 
tion that workingnum had attained In 
Australia and New Zealand, and utg- 
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lng workingmou of British Columbia 
to take active steps to bring about 
like results. A motion was passed 
thanking Mr. Butcher for his good 
udvlso. 

A letter from tho secretary of school 
board,' acknowledging receipt of tho 
fair wage schedule, and promising to 
file tho same for future reference, was 
recelvod. ; 

The Peahodv Company, of AVindsor, 
Ontario, makers of- ovoralls, etc., 
asked for names and addrossos of all 
union secretaries. Tho secrotary was 
Instructed to send tho firm a copy of 
the Victoria Labor directory. 

Delegates Sivcrtz and Gibson, .who 
represented the council at the Halifax 
Convention' of the Trades and Labor 
Congress of Canada, then made their 
report which was listened to with 
much Interest and warmly received. It 
follows: 

The Report 

To tho Officers and Members of the 

Trades and Labor Council. 

l'"rlends and . Fellow Workers. — 1 
hereby wish to submit the following 
report on behalf of myself and Mr. 
Gibson as your representatives to the 
twenty-fourth . annual convention of 
thdv Trades and Labor congress, which 
met in the city of Halifax on the 21st 
day of September, l'JOS. I take great 
pride in stating that, by their enthu- 
siasm and devotion to the labor move- 
ment, the unionists of Victoria carry 
off, by all odds, the honors in repre- 
sentative strength in tho congress, 
when comparison is made of size and 
distance, our city having sent two 
delegates, while the proud commercial 
metropolis of our province was repre- 
sented by one delegate only. From a 
representative • point . of view the 
gathering was a complete success, the 
maritime provinces being obviously 
strongly represented, while the. west- 
ern provinces sent a strong and influ- 
ential contingent. 

Addresses Delivered 

Besides the addresses of welcome by 
the Hon. J. Murray, premier of Nova 
Scotia, and R. Crosby, mayor of the 
city of Halifax, the convention was 
addressed by the Rev. M. Shearer, sec- 
retary of the Moral Reform council of 
Canada, and J. Kelr Hardie, M.P., who 
attended the sessions of tho congress 
as honorary visitor. Mr. H. Erayne, 
fraternal delegate from the American 
Federation of Labor, delivered a splen- 
did address, dealing largely with the 
educational and humanitarian aims of 
tho labor movement on the North 
American continent. His exhaustive 
exposition of the benefits conferred on 
the people at large, both in and out 
of the trades unions is another link 
forged in the chain that binds us in a 
common international brotherhood. 

The deliberative work of the con- 
gross was completed in nine sessions, 
distributed over five days, tho attend- 
ance of delegates being full and even. 
Tho writer of tills had the good for- 
tune of attending all the sessions, bo- 
sides acting on the committee on 
credentials. 

The tone and character of the dis- 
cussions throughout the convention 
were fully up to the mark of previous 
congresses, and sustained, in a marked 
degree, tho reputation the leaders of 
tho labor movement: in Canada have 
already established, namely, a con- 
spicuous ability to make a brilliant and 
statesmanlike exposition of tho labor 
cause. 

Resolutions of Local Body 

Tho subjects on which our delegates 
were instructed by the council wero 
duly introduced in tho form of reso- 
lutions, with the exception of the mat- 
ter relating to an independent legisla- 
tive action, which was proposed in tho 
following motion: 

Moved by C. Sivertz of Vicforla, B.C., 
"That a special committee be ap- 
pointed for tho purpose of considering 
ways and means by which the Trades 
and Labor congress of Canada can 
best strengthen the growing sentiment 
in favor of independent legislative ac- 
tions on behalf of the working class." 

The- motion was duly seconded and, 
after a short debate, defeated, the con- 
vention taking the view that, accord- 
ing to resolutions passed at the Vic- 
toria convention, political action on 
behalf of, or by tho working class, so 
far as the congress is concerned, is in 
the hands of the working people, se- 
parate from and outside of the trades 
union movement, which is the only 
sphere within which the actions and 
activities of the congress lie, as a non- 
partisan body, seeking and influenc- 
ing reform legislation from any party 
in power, regardless of Its political 
names or affiliations. 

Secretary's Report. 

The report of the secretary-treasu- 
rer, Mr. Draper, showed an increase in 
the membership of 7,731; the receipts 
from per capita tax showed a mem- 
bership of 40,728, representing fil!8 di- 
rectly affiliated unions; the revenue 
has grown from'?Gll ten years ago to

W. H. Gibson and C. Sivertz of Vic- 
toria, and R. A. Stoney of New West- 
minster. 1'. M. Draper of Ottawa, 
secretary- treasurer of the congress, 
was elected fraternal delegate to the 
American Federation of Labor, while 
tho city of Quebec, P. Q., was selected 
as the next place of meeting. 

Resolutions Introduced. 

in accordance with the instructions 
Issued by the council previous to our 
departure, your delegates introduced 
the following resolutions, the conven- 
tion deciding as noted below: 
Old Age Pension. 

Introduced by Delegate jGlbson, in- 
structing the executive council to in- 
troduce into parliament legislation 
providing lor same. Carried. Change 
In the name of the congress, intro- 
duced by the same delegate, to that or 
the "Canadian Federation of Labor." 
Inasmuch as the National Trades 
Congress of Canada had by a resolu- 
tion to that effect changed Us name 
at the annual convention held by that 
body in the city of Quebec, about, a 
week previous to tho holding of the 
Trades and Labor Congress, adopting 
the very name that your instructions 
embodied, the committee on resolu- 
tions reporting unfavorably. Your 
delegates accepted tho report. 

Delegate Gibson also introduced tho 
amendment to Paragraph ;i of the 
platform of principles, making same 
read: "Exclusion, of all Asiatics." 
which was carried unanimously. 
Resolution declaring in favor of total 
exclusion of all Oriental races, as well 
as one condemning tho policy of as- 
sisted immigration, introduced by the, 
writer, were, In common with a num- 
ber of other resolutions on tile same 
subject, embodied in a substitute, 
dratted by the committee on resolu- 
tions, which was deemed satisfactory 
by the several movers. Needless to 
say that the covering resolution pro- 
nounced strongly in favor of the views 
presented by your delegates. 

Free School Books. 

This resolution was unanimously 
carried, witli an amendment in refer- 
ence to land reserve that, same should 
be asked for where such provision 
would apply. 

A resolution recommending that 
steps be taken to establish closer re- 
lations between organized labor In 
Great Britain and Canada was also 
introduced by the writer. Tho com- 
mittee on resolutions requested ex- 
planations as to what specific step.' 
were desired. Your representative 
stated the intent of the resolution to 
be to have any steps taken that 
proinised"'fuller paricipatlon In, and 
better understanding, of our common 
good. Any step that, consistent with 
the International trades union au- 
tonomy, would promise greater har- 
mony ad the drawing together of the 
working people of Great Britain and 
Canada. The chairman of, the com 
mittee, by way of reply, informed your 
delegate that the executive council 
purposed to continue Mr. Trotter In 
his present position as a special agent 
to the people of Great Britain! The 
reply was accepted as entirely satis 
factory, on which understanding tli 
resolution was reported favorably and 
carried. 

Subsequent to the arrival of your 
delegate at Halifax a telegram w 
received containing a resolution which 
the council desired us to' submit to 
tho convention, to the effect that the 
executive council bo instructed to urge 
tho government to appoint as local 
correspondents only persons that were 
Indorsed by the central bodies, wli 
such exist, or by the labor unions in 
the respective localities. Same was 
duly introduced by tin; writer and 
was, after short explanation, carried 
unanimously. 

Salvation Army.' 

By a special arrangement, at their 
request, Colonel Lamb, Superinten- 
dent of Emigration In Great .Britain 
and Colonel Howell, Superintendent of 
Immigration in Canada, appeared be 
fore tlie Convention for the purpose of 
explaining to tho delegates tlie system 
of immigration in Canada, as well us 
the methods used in selecting prospec- 
tive .emigrants .in the United King- 
dom. Accordingly, at the opening of 
the second session, on the 'first day of 
the Convention, the two gentlemen re- 
ferred to appeared before the Con- 
gress. Mr. W..R. Trotter, special rep- 
resentative of the Congress in Great 
Britain for tlie past several-, mouths, 
asked leave to read his report before 
the representatives of the Salvation 
Army were heard, giving a reason for 
this request that certain important 
references to .tlie operations of the 
Army were contained in same. Tlie 
experience of the two distinguished 
gentlemen in the statements and ques- 
tions that followed was something re- 
markable and at times quite dramatic. 
Every argument, explanation or excuse 
they attempted to give in defence of 
the Army's Immigration and coloniza- 
tion schemes, so far as Canada is con- 
cerned, was promptly met with refuta- 
tion and carried away, as the morning 
mist disappears before the penetrating 
rays of the sun in June, so all tin: 
propositions and claims of the Army 
Officers were dissolved to nothing be- 
fore the enthusiastic and overpower- 
ing logic of the delegates, both on eth- 
ical and economic grounds. The whole 
enterprise was condemned as an un- 
justifiable truffle for profits that rc- 
tlected unfavorably on the religious 
mission the Army, as a denomination, 
had set out to fullll In its original in- 
ception. The general condemnation 
was in every particular supported by 
specific proofs, Mr. Trotter's report 
furnishing such undeniable data and 
proofs of a general emigration and 
booking business that little, if any, 
seemed to be lacking. It is only Just 
to state, in connection with this, that 
Mr. Trotter has given proof of excep- 
tional qualification for the great and, 
often, delicate, task that he has accept- 
ed for and on behalf of the . working 
people of Canada, The labor move- 
ment in this Dominion of ours can, and 
ought to bo congratulated on having 
secured the services of such a con- 
scientious, tactful and energetic am- 
bassador to represent us among tho 
British working people, and who will, 
If given an opportunity to do so, suc- 
ceed in establishing relations of fra- 
ternity, based on a recognition of a 
community of interests. 

Tho Lcmicux AcL 

The Act providing for the establish- 
ment of a Board of Investigation and 
Conciliation, and commonly referred to 
as tho Lomleux Act, enmo in for enr- 
nest and lengthy consideration. Dele- 
gates representing trades directly af- 
fected by Its provisions, with few ex- 
ceptions, made a peremptory demand 
for Its unconditional repeal, (Character- 
izing It. as a failure and dfrluslon. A 
jKubstltutc for tho resolution to repeal 



the Act was finally agreed upon, the 
parties for and against tlie Act ac- 
cepting same as satisfactory all round; 
the substitute providing to the follow- 
ing effect: 

1. Amendments to the Act may be 
proposed and forwarded to the Exe- 
cutive Council by any organization in 
affiliation with the Congress ami af- 
fected by the provision of the Act: 

2. The Executive Council wdll em- 
body the several proposed amendments 
into a properly arranged amendment 
and submit same to the Government, 
urging its acceptance: 

3. In tho event of the Government 
failing or declining to accept the 
amendments, the Executive Council 
will refer the matter of repeal to a 
referendum vote of the entire member- 
ship of organized labor, as represented 
in the a Hi Hated or chartered bodies. 
The majority of such referendum vote 
to be an instruction to the Executive 
Council. 

C. P. R. Strike 

A special committee was appointed 
during the convention to consider the 

strike on the c, P. it. Tho committee 
drafted a telegram, which was approved 
anil forwarded to Sir Wilfred Lauricr, 
xpresslng tl'.c regrets of the congress 
t the continuance, of the strike and the 
hardships caused thereby, and recom- 
mending the appointment of a commit- 
tee for the purpose of endeavoring to 
tiring the parties together and effect a 
settlement. The Prime Minister, In his

EXTENSIVE DAMAGES 
CLAIMED IN SUIT 



Paterson Timber Company and 
Canadian Pacific Lumber 
Company in Court ' 
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Disappeared at San Francisco 
With Large Sum in His 
Possession 



Vancouver, Oct. 7.— G. t. Owynu of 
Vancouver, the well-known stock 
broker, member of the linn of AVag- 
liorn, Gwyntl & Co., has disappeared. 
When last heard of lie was in San 
Francisco, intending to leave, there on 
September 22 for Vancouver. He had 
about $1,000 in cash with him, and 
may have met with foul ploy. His af- 
fairs here are perfectly straight. 

Farmer's Heavy Loss. 

Vancouver. Uct. 7.-- Randolph , May. 
a farmer who owns a large farm on 
Lulu island and operates several other 
places as tenant, last night suffered 
a heavy loss through the destruction 
by fii-o of the large barn on u farm oc- 
cupied by him on No. 20 road. Tin; 
tire was first noticed by neighbors 
about . 7 o'clock, and the community 
Immediately turned out and made 
strenuous efforts to save the place. 
The flames had gained such headway 
that made it impossible to quench 
them, and within an hour the large 
building, filled with farm products 
and machinery, was totally destroyed. 
The attention of the volunteer force 
was first directed to the saving of the 
livestock, and all the horses and cattle 
were taken out 'before the fire reached 
their quarters, though a large, flock of 
poultry was destroyed by the flames. 
Stored in the barn wen: 1B0 tons of 
hay, and among-., the Implements de- 
stroyed was a .milk separator and 
threshing machine. The fire, is sup- 
posed to have originated from sparks 
from an engine which was in opera- 
tion at the place during the afternoon, 
whicii smoldered until evening. The 
loss is -stated to bo about $5,000, with 
partial Insurance. 
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Vancouver, Oct. 7. — A suit for 
$2S,l)tiS.51 damaives was commenced in 
tho Supremo court before Mr. Justice 
Clement yesterday afternoon. Tho 
plaintiffs arc W. I. and T. V. Pater- 
son, of the Pnterson Tihiber Co., and 
the defendant is the Canadian Pa- 
cific Lumber Co., of Port Moody. 
Joseph Martin, K.C' and C: W. Craig 
are appearing for the plaintiffs, while 
the company Is represented by E. P. 
Davis, K. <.'., Sir Charles llibbcrt 
Tupper, K.C, and Martin Griffin; 

The case arises over ii contract en- 
tered into between the plaintiffs and 
the defendant company In January, 
l'JOV, by which tlie plaintiffs being log- 
gers agreed to supply the sawmill 
company with the output of - logs from 
tho four camps they were operating. 
Tin; logs were to be. supplied at 
$12 per thousand for cedar and III', and 
$!) per thousand for hemlock', though 
there was a provision that should 
the price of lumber drop or the mar- 
kets fail the defendants might cancel 
the contract by giving due notice. In 
October of that year the defendants 
failed to take delivery of the logs 
sent down, ^iiii'. the plaintiffs then 
gave notice that they would sell them 
for what they could get and hold tho 
Pacific Lumber Company responsible 
for any loss below their contract 
price. There was a heavy loss in the 
sab, which is included In the bill for' 
damages which further includes the 
cost of logs lying in the water ready 
for shipments at the time the de- 
fendants r< fused to take delivery, the 
amount approximating $20,000 al- 
together. 

The dofendanli- for their part allege 
that the plaintiffs abandoned their 
contract, when they became incor- 
porated in the Paterson Timber Com- 
pany, since .the. contract was not sub- 
ject to assignment. It had also been 
agreed, that immediately after the 
contract was entered into, the plain- 
tiffs were to commence monthly de- 
I'very of a certain' number of logs and 
•hoy failed to do so, this occasioning 
great loss to the . defendants. It had 
OlfMJ been agreed that they wore to 
have the total output of two camps ef- 
ficiently worked,; but that when two of 
tho camps had been abandoned the 
plaintiffs sold logs from tho remaining 
two camps to other companies than 
theirs. Further than that, the timber 
supplied was not of the sizes that liad 
bet n agreed upon, hereby occasioning 
gr-at loss in sawing. They further 
allege, that they gave notice of the 
cancellation of the contract for three 
reasons some months ago. ■ '

of t!he Chilliwack railway are now be-

wishes. It had been his good fortune, 
he stated, to keep close account, during 
thp past two years, of educational mat- 
ters not only in this province, but 
throughout .the Dominion, and with all 
duo respect to the other provinces, he 
was assured that right hero In British 
Columbia no better system of educa- 
tion, or one which showed better re- 
sults, could be found. Indeed, British 
Columbia could he rightly termed tho 
banner province in matters educational. 
The University School would, he was 
sure, do credit to British Columbia, to 
tho whole Dominion, and would com- 
pare favorably with tho great schools 
of tho Mother Land, the more so when 
the high standing of the gentlemen In 
whose hands the conduct of the Institu- 
tion is placed. Is considered. 

A glance at the curriculum of the 
school clearly shows the splendid con- 
ception which these men have, how 
splendidly broad is their work, how 
thorough. In the past two years Brit- 
ish Columbia students have taken the 
highest honors in the McGUl matricula- 
tion .•examinations, capturing: the Gov- 
ernor-General's silver medal In both 
years.

S 
and this indicates a crop but a trifle 
over 2,500,000,000 bushels, Believe the 
country will not sell except at good 
stiff prices and on any reasonable dip 
strong people are buying. 

Oats— Report by the government of 
24.0 bushels per acre, indicating a total 
crop for the year of little over 780,000,- 
000 bushels. The market showed a little 
heaviness early but responded with a 
fair rally when Wheat and corn showed 
strength. 

Provisions — AH western packing points 
had 25,000 more bogs than a year ago. 
Tlie packers were able to buy them to 
good advantage, having forced a decline 
In both products und hogs in the past 
few days. There was a more friendly 
feeling to the buying side of the product 
from the big Interests In the trade. 
Prices made a very good response to the 
improved buying.

STOCKS DEPRESSED 
DY DALKAN AFFAIR 



European Securities ■ Directly 
Affected— Orders to Sell 
American Stocks 



New York, Oct. 7.— The political 
complications in the Balkans throw a 
shadow of depression over the securi- 
ties market today more directly on 
those of Europe, while the United 
States market came within its scope of 
sympathy. The influence was contest- 
ed witli varying success, but the modi- 
fying of the European situation on 
the European reports supported prices. 
Discussion about the stock exchange 
was not impressive in its appreciation 
of the political questions discussed, 
although much was heard of "the. con- 
cert of Europe," the balance of power, 
etc. No knowledge was had, however, 
to read the significance of orders by 
cable from London and from European 
centres to soil thousands of shares of 
American securities in the/New York 
stock market. This and other means 
of establishing 1 credits in New York 
had an effect on foreign points. 

The government's liberal estimate 
of the year's wheat crop wns equally 
effective in reducing its price in face 
of the factors of the strength in the 
market. The foreign selling of se- 
curities converged on a number of 
stocks which have held a leading placo 
in all . recent speculative movements 
and the sentimental effect of their 
weakness on the general list was cor- 
respondingly great. The closing tone 
of the market was very uncertain.
